P a u l , Jan u ary 13th.— A H uron, D ak., 
d isp atch says th at by form ing in parties of 
ten each, and taking a long rope anti 
m arching across the prairies in line-of- 
battle, th e villagers yesterday afternoon 
found all the lost school children except 
one, a child of 10 years, nam ed Johnson. 
T h e search was continued into the night, 
bu t as the m ercury was 10° below zero there 
was little hope of finding th e child alive. 
A n um ber of farm ers started hom e from 
tow n as soon as th e storm began, and there 
were grave fears for th eir safety. 


TROUBLE ON THE CANADIAN PACIFIC. 


W in n i p e g (M anitoba), Jan u a ry 13tb.— 
T h e storm w hich began yesterday extends 
th roughout th e T erritories. 
N early ail the 
Canadian Pacific trains have been aban­ 
doned. 
THE NORTHERN PACIFIC SNOWED IN . 


B r a in e r d (M inn ), Jan u ary 13th.—The 
en tire line of the N orthern Pacific, from 
Lake Superior to D akota, as well as the 
B rainerd and St. P aul D ivision, is entirely 
blocked by th e storm . 
Both St. Paul 
trains were blocked shortly after getting 
out of M inneapolis. 


GENERAL BLOCKADE IN WISCONSIN. 
Milwaukee, Ja n u ary 13th. — Specials 
from th e interior of the State show that 
m any cities are com pletely sh u t off from 
railw ay com m unication w ith the outside 
world. 
A t Superior no m ails have been 
received for 36 hours. 
T he therm om eter 
registered 27° below zero this m orning, and 
all trains on the N orthern Pacific are either 
snow -bound or abandoned. No trains have 
reached Madison since yesterday afternoon. 


NOTES OF THE STORM. 
S t. P a u l . Ja n u a ry 13th.—T he storm of 
yesterday is now raging in Iowa. 
Besides 
that, another storm , or continuation of the 
present one is expected to strike M innesota 
on Sunday, in which case there is no tell­ 
ing w hat th e result w ill be. 
It is raging in Idaho to-day, w ith the 
therm om eter at various points along the 
N orthern Pacific as low as 10° below zero. 
T he stage which left W ashburn yesterday 
tor Bism arck, D akota, should have reached 
its destination last night, b ut has not yet 
been heard from . 
It is supposed to be lost 
in the blizzard. 
At Fergus Falls, M innesota, no trains are 
expected until Sunday. T he therm om eter 
is 30° below zero. 
All th e schools wore closed at D uluth, 
M innesota, yesterday afternoon. 
T he St. Paul trains got in this m orning. 
The O m aha trains this m orning have not 
been heard from . 
No N orthern Pacific 
trains have arrived or departed. 
At Clear Lake, M innesota, the north and 
south-bound N orthern Pacific trains are 
snow ed in nose to nose. 
At Crookton, M innesota, there have been 
no trains for tw o days. 
it began blow ing yesterday, and piled 
the -new in drifts 18 fret high. 


FROZEN TO DEATH IN OMAHA. 
Omaha, Ja n u a ry 13th.—T he effects of 
the present storm in O m aha have been 
m ost disastrous. 
Fred Eller, a cigarm aker, 
was frozen to death at 3 o’clock this m orn­ 
ing w ithin a block o f his boarding-house. 


MORE PEOPLE LOST IN THE SNOW. 
Two school children, W exell Beck and 
George A llen, started for th eir hom es about 
3 o'clock yesterday afternoon, and have 
not been heard of since. 
A large num ber of people went over to 
Council Bluifs yesterday, and last night it 
was reported th at a n um ber had been lost 
in the snow in attem pting to return. 
A ll 
have been accounted for, how ever, except 
one young lady, and it is feared she has 
perished. 
T he therm om eter is 10° below to-night, 
and is rapidly falling.

J a m e s t o w n (D ak.).—T he storm still con­ 
tinues, although m uch abated. 
T he th er­ 
m om eter at noon m arked 27° below. 
T he 
extrem e cold forms a crust on the drifts, 
w hich alm ost proves too m uch for the as­ 
saults of the snow -plow s. 
Y esterday's 
w est-bound lim ited was snow ed up at 
W heatland all day, anil arrived this even­ 
ing. about forty hours late. 
T he N orthern 
Pacific's m ain line and branches are all 
blockaded, and all trains delayed from 
tw elve to thirty-six hours. 


F e r g u s F a l l s (M in n .).— T he blizzard 
has subsided, and is succeeded by intense 
cold, and the roads are drifted full and 
business is at a standstill. 
T here has been 
no train from either direction since W ednes­ 
day night. 
Reports of suffering have been 
received. 


M in o t (D ak.).—No trains are m oving 
yet. The storm has abated, b u t th e w ind 
is still blowing. 
It was 3.8° below zero this 
m orning. 
An attem pt will be m ade to­ 
m orrow to open cuts and m ove passengers. 
There is 14 inches of snow on the level, 
badly drifted. 
Jam es Sm ith and two sons, 
aged 15 and 17. started fo ra load of hay six 
m iles Irom town on the 11th, and have not 
since been heard from . 
Search parties are 
out to day. 
Several other people are m iss­ 
ing, but are supposed to have taken refuge 
in claim shanties. 
F aulkton (D ak.).— The m ost terrific 
storm ever witnessed in this latitude has 
been upon us for ihe last 48 hours. 
It 
reached its w orst yesterday, and from 10 
o'clock until dark there was not ten m in­ 
utes th at buildings on the opposite side of 
the street could be seen. T he air was full 
of snow, and the wind blowing a gale from 
northw est. T he m ercury gradually dropped 
from about 10° above to 10° below. 
The 
teachers and m ost of the school children of 
two lower departm ents of our school wore 
com pelled to rem ain in the school-room all 
night, provisions being carried to them . 
Ropes were stretched from the com er of 
M ain street to the school-house, enabling 
those carrying provisions to go and come 
w ith safety. 


R a y m o n d (D ak.)—T he dam age to live 
stock will be great, w hile reports of suffer­ 
ing and death are constantly com ing in. 
Two sons of W illiam D river were frozen 
to death w ithin a few feet of their barn. 
Charles H eath is m issing, and J . H . Clapp 
has been discovered badly frozen, having 
been out all night w andering on th e prairie. 
T he elevator of Archie & H ow e has gone 
dow n w ith 13.000 bushels of grain. 
O ther 
m inor casualties are reported. 


L i v e r f i e i.d .—No 
trains have reached 
here since M onday night. 


M o k a t o (M inn.)—All trains are aban­ 
doned. T he snow is packing hard, and 
difficulty is expected in opening roads 


A d r ia n .—Several farm ers living tw elve 
to fifteen m iles north started hom e from 
here about 3 o'clock yesterday, and have 
no t yet been heard from. 
Jo h n During 
Camper, a farm er living a m ile north of 
here, was at a neighbor's, a quarter of a 
m ile away, and started hom e and was lost. 
Some fifty villagers started out to find him , 
bet so far have not done so.

W a s h i n g t o n , Ja n u a ry 13th.—The argu­ 
m ent in the Pacific railroad ttix cases before 
th e Suprem e Court was concluded to-day. 
Creed H aym ond, representing the com ­ 
pany, occupied the first tw o hours of the 
session of the Court, and A ttorney-G eneral 
Johnson.closed the case. 
Mr. H aym ond's 
m ain p o in t was in support of the com ­ 
p any’s proposition th at the provisions of 
the Constitution and laws of California, in 
respect to the assessm ent and taxation of 
railroad property, operated in m ore than 
one county in the State and ate in violation 
of the fourteenth am endm ent to the Con­ 
stitution of the U nited States. T his viola 
tion, he contended, arose because the rail­ 
roads were discrim inated aeainst, their 
property being assessed at its full money 
value, w ithout m aking a deduction, as in 
the cases of o th er corporations and of n a­ 
tural persons, for th e valuation of m ort­ 
gages covering the property assessed, and 
m us im posing upon the defendant unequal 
burdens, and to that extent denying it 
equal protection of ib e laws. 
H e discussed the general and special sys­ 
tem of taxation under th e new Constitution 
as to equality. 
H e declared that the pro­ 
visions of the State C oustitntion, if en­ 
forced, w ould deprive the railroad com ­ 
panies operating iu two or m ore counties of 
their property, w ithout due process of law. 
H e contended th at th e owners of railroad 
property operated in m ore than oue county 
arc denied protection front the law, which 
requires : First, th at propeity shall be taxed 
in proportion to its value. Second, requires 
such pioportions to be ascertained by gen­ 
eral law. 
T hird, gives an appeal from the 
Asse sor to another tribunal. 
F ourth, re­ 
quires the assessm ent to be m ade in the 
county, and prevents its being m ade in 
localities distant from the situation of the 
property. 
F ifth, 
w hich 
prescribes, 
the 
m ode and m anner of assessm ent, and sixth, 
w hich allow s deductions for indebtedness 
secured by m ortgage. 
Each of which laws, 
he said, w ent to the very essence of the tax ­ 
ing power. 
A ttorney-G eneral Johnson, in sum m ing 
up the case, reviewed the argum ents of 
counsel for the com pany, and controverted 
their assertions. 
H e dealt m ore at length 
with the purely local features of the case, 
explaining the laws of the State applicable 
to the case; th e proceedings of the State 
Board of E qualization ; description of the 
character of property sought to be taxed, 
and th at of such as steam ers and fences, 
that are exem pted. 
Mr. Johnson said th at 
iu m aking th e C onstitution the California 
people created a m ethod of taxing such 
property as th a t involved in this case. 
T h at m ethod was to assess the road as a 
unit, to collect as a unit, and to apportion 
am ong the counties th e am ount so col­ 
lected. 
In harm ony w ith th at theory, the 
statute was enacted to the end that if taxes 
are delinquent, to bring on a suit for the 
whole, to recover judgm ent for the assess­ 
m ent as an entirety, and to distribute the 
m-. ney according to the respective in ­ 
terests of the different localities. 
T his is a 
well-defined and consistent schem e for the 
assessm ent and collection of taxes. 
T he provisions of th e C onstitution in re­ 
lation to railroads, such as the defendant, 
is directed to a special and distinct subject 
m atter. 
The C onstitution deals w ith it in ­ 
dependently of, and segregates it from, the 
subject of taxation generally, or as ap­ 
plicable to all other property not th u s con­ 
ditioned ; and therefore, to carry out this 
special feature of the C onstitution, the Leg 
islature could m ake an appropriate pro­ 
vision for collecting such tax. 
T his was 
w ithin the legitim ate exercise of the legis­ 
lative pow er to provide remedies, and espe­ 
cially is it w ithin its pow er to provide 
m ethods for collecting th e taxes. 
T he A ttorney-G eneral thoroughly dis­ 
cussed the constitutional questions raised 
hy the defendant’s counsel. 
W hen a deci­ 
sion w ill be reached in th e case is not 
know n.

W a s h i n g t o n , Ja n u a ry 13tli.—A. E. B ed­ 
stone, th e Labor candidate for Congress in 
the F ifth Cahfornia District, got a black 
eye at the hands of th e Election Com m ittee 
of the H ouse to-day, one"that he richly de­ 
served. 
T he H ouse m akes an allow ance of 
$2,000 to defray th e expenses of each con­ 
testant in all contested election cases. T his 
allow ance is m ade upon the presum ption 
th at no one will incur the expense of con­ 
testing the seat of a m em ber-elect unless he 
believes he can m ake a good show ing for 
th e seat, and w ith a fair chance of w inning 
it. 
T he sum th at th e H ouse allows is en­ 
tirely inadequate to defray the legitim ate 
expenses of a contest. 
Probably Lynch, 
V andever, Sullivan and Felton have each 
exnended th at and m ore th an one year's 
s .lary ($5,0C0) in m aking and defending 
'.heir respective claim s and titles to seats in 
th e House. 
Redstone claim ed title to Mr. F elto n ’s 
seat—not because he liad received a m ajor­ 
ity in th e district, for he sim ply asserted 
th a t he had ob'ained 470 votes in the 32,0(H) 
votes cast for both Felton and Sullivan, but 
he claim ed that, inasm uch as both contest­ 
an t and comestee had m ade their fight by 
the corrupt use of m oney, he should be al­ 
lowed to appear as a contestant in the case. 
H e presented no evidence to support his al­ 
legations of corruption, and th e com m ittee 
very prom ptly notified him th at he could 
not be recognized. 
Redstone therefore m eets the sad fate 
w hich befell Levison in the last Cungress, 
w ho wanted to contest th e seats of the 
whole California delegation, and w ho did 
not receive a penny, instead of the $2.000 
th at he expected, to defray the expenses of 
bis “contest.”

C it y o f M e x ic o , Ja n u a ry 5, 1888. 
The principal issue in Mexican politics 
this year seems to be los Americanos, judg­ 
ing from the prominence given by the 
Mexican press to the question of Ameri­ 
can immigration and colonization. 
The 
intolerance exhibited by the anti-A m eri­ 
can faction will do more toward bringing 
about that nightmare of th eir existence— 
annexation, or an American protectorate— 
than any other influence th at could be 
brought to bear. 
The United States, may have no desire 
to extend her l»orders south of the Rio 
Grande, but she must insist that h«- citi­ 
zens who settle in Mexico shall not be op­ 
pressed or ill-treated, so long as they be­ 
have themselves. 
If they cannot enjoy 
the same rights and privileges in Mexico 
that are accorded to Mexicans in the 
United States, Uncle Samuel should de­ 
mand the reason why. 
The Diaz party arc intelligent enough 
to know that there is n<> danger of Amer­ 
ican interference with Mexican affairs if 
Americans are properly treated, and that 
the closer the connection between the two 
countries, the better for lioth. 
By his en­ 
lightened friendship for the United States 
and cultivation of more intim ate relation­ 
ship between the “ sister Republics,” Pres­ 
ident Diaz has done more for the material 
progress of Mexico than any half dozen of 
his predecessors. 
Never before in the 
history of Mexico has there been so much 
ACTIVITY IN MINING 
As at present. 
This is largely due to the 
fact that Mexicans are being aroused from 
their traditional lethargy by the great 
success of the many Americans who have 
invested their money in mines here. 
Last 
week, from the little southern harbor of 
Mazatlan alone, the sum of $113,428 99 
was reported in silver bars. 
A number of northern mines are re­ 
ported in bonanza. 
In the State of Nuevo 
Leon the mines of “ Santo Miro,” of the 
Carralvo group; the “ San Antonio,” of 
Santa C atarina; 
“ Durasno,” and “ La 
Americano” (all owned and operated by 
Americans) are yielding as never liefore. 
In the States of Coahuila, Chihuahua 
and Durango are thousands of Americans, 
all busy as bee-, digging wealth from the 
hills or reaping it front the plains. Several 
new mines have lately been discovered in 
the Sierra M adre; and so great Is the rush 
thereto that the stages have been doubled 
on the lines, and all are crowded. 
At 
Zacatecas, also, new American companies 
are taking hold of some of the oldest 
mines and contracting to put in machinery. 
The “ San Vincente,” near the city of 
Zacatecas, is now paying dividends of 
$24,000 per month. 
1 was talking the other day with Hon. 
J . B. Grinnell, of Iowa—an ex-Congress­ 
man and the author of several books—-who 
came down to Mexico City and has since 
gone to California. 
Said he: “ I know 
millions of dollars that have gone into 
M exican lands within the last few months. 
W hat is catching the eves of capitalists is 
the magnificence of the corn and cotton 
lands. 
I have seen thousands of acres in 
Mexico that have In-en constantly fanned 
for a hundred years, and yet, this very 
year, produced

Mr. Grinnell himself invested largely 
in Mexican lands during his trip. 
Though gold in the ore Is so rich and 
plentiful in Mexico, it has been proved 
beyond question th at Cortez did not find 
much of it during his day, and that he 
lied abominably in hi.s reports to the 
Spanish Emperor—probably with a view 
to thus enhance the value of his discoveries 
and win more honors for himself. 
At the 
time of the invasion the Aztecs had never 
learned any better method of obtaining 
gold than by sifting it from river sands. 
Montezuma told Cortez—says that indus­ 
trious chronicles, Bernal Diaz—that the 
gold of his people “ was obtained from the 
province of Zacatilla, where the earth 
which contained it was washed in wooden 
vessels, and the gold-dust sank to the bot­ 
tom.” It was also said to exist in Tustepeo, 
“where it was collected from the beds of 
rivers.” 
In speaking of the various ex- 
|>editions sent out by Cortez in search of 
mines, Diaz tells us that Gonzalo de 
Umbria, who went to Zacatilla, found the 
natives there “washing gold out of the 
sand in small troughs.” 
If this were the only means employed 
(and no other is anywhere mentioned as 
belonging to that period), it is certain that 
the statements of Cortez and his crew were 
grossly exaggerated. 
Another proof of 
their vivid imaginings lies in the fact that 
with the exception of a few small trinkets, 
not a relic nor trace remains, either in 
Mexico or Spain, of the many marvelous 
things in wrought and beaten gold whicl: 
they so glowingly described. 
N either do the chronicles record that a 
very great amount of treasure was actually 
gathered by the rapacious conqueror; yet 
all the schemes which his bold mind could 
invent must have been directed to this one 
object—not only to satisfy personal greed, 
but to meet the expectations of the Em 
poror, to whom, when he feared that he 
was to be deprived of bis command, he 
had promised untold wealth and treasure. 
Though torture of the most barbarous 
description was used to induce the natives 
to reveal the riches they were supposed to 
have hidden, no more was obtained; and 
so, in order that his Spanish sovereign 
might understand the al>sence of the prom 
Lsed treasure, Cortez cautiously wrote that 
it was all lost in that disastrous revolution 
which first drove him from the city. 
But 
if lost, 
W H A T BECA M E O F IT 
(■old will not melt away and disappear 
like salt or sugar, and if hidden never so 
securely, it would surely have come to 
light before to-day. 
The Mexican Treasury Departm ent has 
recently determined that the reales (twelve 
and a half cent pieces! and the medias (six 
cents), so long in circulation, shall he 
taken up and coined anew. 
It has also 
ordered that < Jovemment officers shall not 
receive money which lias holes therein, or 
is short in its legal weight. 
Soon after what was known as the 
“ nickel riot,” the Government sold the 
four million dollars worth of nickel coin 
stored in the palace, at a nominal value, 
to the London Bank, acting as agent. The 
amount paid was $800,000, and the nickel 
went directly to England. 
When paper money was first issued in 
Mexico, popular prejudice against it vyis 
so strong and general that more formidable 
opposition to its introduction was antici 
pated. 
Business men, and those aceus 
tomed to handle large sums of money, hail 
nothing to learn in regard to the sujierior 
convenience of paper; 
but it required 
some time for the small traders and the 
populace, whose prejudices in favor of 
metal were deeply rooted, to discover that 
the new currency was safer, as well as 
more convenient. 
Already the circulation of the country 
has been swelled by fifteen millions of 
paper money, which is now received every­ 
where with confidence, and the metallic 
coinage, that had reigqad supreme in Mex­ 
ican commerce since tliP days of the con­ 
quest, has been relegated to the secondary 
portion it has so long occupied in the 
U nited States. 


COUNT! R F E IT IN G S IL V E R CU RREN CY 
H as always bcou an en*y >nd prosperous 
business in Mexico. 
It required little 
skill and less machinery to im itate the a rt­ 
less coinage of former days. That nuw in 
circulation lacks the high finish of the 
United Slates militas»', and is extensively 
counterfeited. 
E very silver piece that 
cri sscs the counter of a merchant or the 


evident advantage of the bank-note in 
point of safety has hastened its popular 
acceptance, and the prejudices which were 
so bitterly arrayed against its introduction 
have disappeared entirely from the cities 
and lines o f commerce and retired to the 
Indian villages among the mountains. 
According to the last balance-sheet of the 
National Bank of Mexico, th at institution 
has on hand in cash $20,260,230 93, and in 
accounts payable $6,249,833 89; while the 
sum o f $11,918,048 represents the value of 
its bills in circulation. This 


BANCO N A C IO N A L M EX ICAN O 
W as established in November of 1881, with 
a capital of eight millions and the privi­ 
lege of increasing it to twenty millions. 
For every million of coin or metal in its 
coffers it is authorized to issue three m ill­ 
ions in paper for circulation. 
It is char­ 
tered for thirty years, and is exempt from 
taxation during th at period. 
It issues 
notes of one, two, three, five, ten, twenty- 
five, one hundred and one thousand dollars. 
In return for certain facilities afiorded the 
Government, it has secured a monopoly of 
the Government business, and the stipu­ 
lation that its notes shall be receivable for 
all imports and duties due the Federal 
Government, and for those of the States by 
special agreement with their respective 
Governors—which privilege is secured for 
the term of its charter (thirty years) to the 
exclusion of all other paper money. 
The 
National hank has branches in the cities 
of Vera Cruz, Puebla, Guanajuato, Guada­ 
lajara. Sail Lilis Potosí and Merida, and 
agencies all over the Republic. 
The Bank of Jxtiitiou, Mexico and South 
America was established in Mexico City 
in 1864. 
Its principal office is in London, 
w ith another branch in Lima, Peru, and 
various agencies elsewhere. 
It has a cap­ 
ital of ten millions, and is not chartered, 
having lieen organized at a time when 
there were no hanking laws in Mexico. 
Since 186-5 it has issued notes of circula­ 
tion of denominations from ten to one 
thousand dollars. 
Since 1881 it lias in­ 
creased its paper circulation and added 
notes of five dollars. 
Its paper circula­ 
tion is now estimated at about three m ill­ 
ions, and the notes of this bank are not re­ 
ceived for Government dues.

T H E M E R C A N T IL E B A N K O F M EXICO 
W as also established in 1881, with a capi­ 
tal of four millions. 
It issues notes of de­ 
nominations from one to one thousand 
dollars, and has now a paper circulation of 
four millions, and branches in Puebla, 
Vera Cruz and San Luis Potosi. 
The “ Banco llipothecario M exicano” 
was established in the spring of 1882, with 
a capital of five millions. 
Its business is 
to deal in bonds aud mortgages on real 
estate, its charter extending for ninety- 
nine years, with a monopoly assured for the 
first twenty years of its existence, the Gov­ 
ernment being bound not to charter any 
other bank with like privileges during that 
period. 
There is also the Banco de Empleados, 
or Public Employes’ Bank, recently char­ 
tered and so lately in operation that its 
pecial functions are not yet clearly under­ 
stood by the general public. 
The “ Bolso M ercantile” (M erchants’ 
Exchange) is another recent establishment 
in this city. 
A State Bank has been 
founded in Chihuahua, which issues notes 
of circulation, and also in several other 
States, hut I am not informed as to the 
character of their operations or the amount 
of capital employed. The foregoing brief 
notes, however, will indicate the rapid 
progress of bank paper circulation in this 
country, and the strong probability that it 
will continue to increase until silver is 
superseded in all the more im portant com­ 
mercial transactions. 
Aliout the time these banks were char­ 
tered a general banking law, modeled after 
that of the United States, was presented to 
Congress, but failed to pass. 
Y et there 
seems to be a disposition, both at the Cap­ 
ital as in the States, to giant concessions 
for banks to any responsible parties who 
may desire to establish them. Thus it ap­ 
pears that 
neither popular 
prejudices, 
nor ancestral traditions, nor the adverse 
influences of the mints and all-inqxiiTant 
silver-mining interests, have 
had 
the 
slightest effect in checking the paper- 
currencv movement, w hich, with the com­ 
pleted railroad connections with the United 
States, immigration, and the extension of 
commercial relations now rapidly progress­ 
ing with Europe and the North, will have 
become so generally recognized in business 
th at the mismanagement or accidental fail­ 
ure of a bank will not seriously affect its 
supremacy ; and we may confidently calcu­ 
late th at the dav is not distant when 
M ex ico will have a clean decimal currency 
of gold, silver and nickel for all retail 
business, and a sufficient volume of sound 
and well-authenticated paper currency to 
answer all the demands of her growing 
prosperity.

‘ In F a v o r o f th e T h in g T h a t D1<1 I t.” 
The quaint philosophy of “ Bill Arp,” 
of Georgia, is fam iliar to most newspaper 
readers. 
He has lieen considering the 
tariff question of late and gives the follow­ 
ing actual, personal experience as a reason 
for the faith he now has in the policy of 
protection to home industries: 
“ You know 1 was an old-fashioned Dem­ 
ocrat, brought up to believe in free trade 
and sailors’ rights. 
I am one now ; but 
something has happened. 
I own a little 
farm near Cartersville. 
1 used to gather 
my corn and sell it in A tlanta for w hat­ 
ever they would give me. 
I had some 
pasture land for my stock, and I raised 
wheat, vegetables, and fruit in a small 
way. 
W hat we could not consume was 
wasted? When the tariff went into opera­ 
tion old Joe Brown started some iron 
developments near by, and the Carters­ 
ville station became quite a village. 
The 
day liefore I left home 1 sold seventeen 
loads of hay. 
Buyers didn’t bargain for 
it. hut came and took all 1 could spare at 
my own price. 
I haven’t sold a bushel of 
corn in several years. 
Those fellows come 
and buy it by the dozen for roasting ears. 
It’s so with everything that grows on my 
land. 
1 cannot raise as much as they 
want. 
I’m in favor of the thing th at did 
it. so I’m a protectionist.” 
There are many thousands of citizens 
who do not know much about protection or 
free trade theories, but who are “ in favor 
of the thing that did it," and therefore are 
protectionists. 
The experience at Carters­ 
ville is m ultiplied thousands of times all 
over the country, atibrding object lessons 
that teach the value of protection, which 
no tlieroizing can overcome. 
The}- see 
that protection has diversified industry, 
brought the workshop to the side of the 
farm, made a profitable m arket for home 
products, and given an impulse to trade 
and transportation, through all of which 
the nation 
has prospered wonderfully. 
They see this with their own eyes, and 
feel it in their own pockets. 
They “ are 
in favor of the thing that did it,” and that 
is protection.— Cleveland Leader.

It was only a few weeks ago 
that I saw the noble herm it who is Eng­ 
land’s poet laureate. 
It w.os in a busy 
London thoroughfare, midday, and his 
lordship looked as thoroughly a fish out of 
water as any Norwegian rustic who stravs 


IyOfisLs known of Russia, both inside ami 
outside the Empire, than of any other 
country yet discovered. 
But a great deal 
has Iteen w ritten about it and published in 
every language. 
In some countries the 
reading people think they know all about 
Russia, and have a very exalted opinion 
of it, while in others the effect of reading 
has led the people to despise not only 
Russia as a country, but the inhabitants 
and all who have to do with governing it. 
Most that I read of Russia in America anti 
learned in 
England 
was 
apocryphal. 
Even the maps misled me, and those who 
had visited the country could render little 
assistance in telling me where to begin and 
where to end my journey. 
W hen, a few weeks ago in New York, 1 
determined to visit Russia, and called upon 
some acquaintances for information on the 
subject I was to investigate, I was told that 
my trip would certainly be one of great 
pleasure and supreme d elig h t; that the 
stories concerning the despotism in Russia 
were false; th at 1 need have no fear of 
dungeon horrors and Silieria, and that 1 
should proceed w ith the same deliberation 
and uninterruption 1 would traverse any 
other portion of the continent. 
At Lon­ 
don my English friends looked aghast, and 
declared that I took mv life in my hands 
when I entered Russia, and remonstrated 
against it. 
The English know more of the 
country, the customs, ami the alleged laws, 
I find; than the Americans; but being 
more excitable and prejudiced, they arc 
less likely to do justice to the subject. The 
English "have said and done so much 
against Russia that, as a general rule, tliev 
do not receive the few civilities and privi­ 
leges granted strangers. 
After a fortnight’s sojourn in the region 
of the capital of the empire, I am eon- 
strained to believe th at very little injus­ 
tice could he done the Government were 
one to write it all down as diabolical and 
bad, for 1 have been unable as yet to dis­ 
cover a single act or design intended to 
ameliorate the tyranny and the burdens 
the people bear. 
I thought it quite exact­ 
ing to have my passport vised by the Rus­ 
sian M inistry at W ashington, or the Cón­ 
sul at the point where I entered the coun­ 
try, before* I could see the Russian soil, 
when a passport, plain and simple, is re­ 
quired in no other country a man visits in 
all E urope; hut when I learned that even 
the natives of Russia must take out a pass­ 
port every year and have it legularly vised 
by the local officer before they are exempt 
from contempt of the Emperor, I concluded 
that strangers were quite as well favored 
as the Czar’s own subiects. 
The object in 
requiring natives to have passports is rev­ 
enue, while aliens are put to this trouble 
and expense for the purpose of inducing 
them to stay out of Russia. 
All Russians 
must be naturalized if they remain in the 
country, and their passports, which cost 
them "ten rubles a year (about $4 50), is 
evidence of their naturalization. 
A t the frontier the stranger encounters 
little in the forms different from other 
countries. The modes of inspecting bag­ 
gage and w ithstanding personal scrutiny do 
not vary greatly from the usual. 
But as 
everything in Russia is distinctly Russian, 
a n d " therefore exceedingly strange, the 
most experienced traveler is possessed of a 
sense of concern, if not fear. The through 
tiains from Vienna, Berlin, and other pop­ 
ular points of departure for Russia, laud 
one on the frontier at night. 
The place is 
small, and the station swarms with Rus­ 
sian officers, big, 
burly 
fellows, with 
swarthy, unintelligent faces covered with 
long, flowing heards, and all dressed in the 
most elaborate uniforms. There is a clank­ 
ing of swords, a rattling of spurs, a din of 
voices, and a rushing hither and thither 
that i- appalling. 
Timid women traveling 
alone have become overcome with fear or 
lost their head in this hustle. 
The gendarme in charge is the first 
officer who approaches the incomer. 
This 
is the highest ranking m ilitary official, 
and he takes up the passports. 
1 le is nr- 
rayed like a Napoleon—a broad-topped 
cap of red. white and black ; dark green 
frock coat, trimmed with white and decked 
with brass epaulets weighing pounds; a 
huge belt and a sword, which is hung to 
strike the ground at every step and rattle 
like m usketry; pantaloons with a sleep 
w hite stripe and tucked in knee-top boots; 
spurs of enormous proportions, and a re­ 
volver of sufficient size to gun for buffalo. 
The passports and gendarme disappear in 
the direction of the office of the Russian 
Consul, where the documents are exam­ 
ined. 
On the heels of this diplomatic officer 
come the customs lackeys, who, without 
ceremony of invitation, [tick up the satch­ 
els, bags and bundles, exclaim in Russian : 
“ Custom-house! ” and put out. 
The trav­ 
eler follows. 
He finds his trunks already 
on the counters inside the station, and if 
they are unlocked they are open and the 
contents are being dumped on the floor. 
The terror of the Russian Government is 
printed matter. 
Every newspaper, circu­ 
lar or book found is taken out and sent to 
the gendarme and the Consul. 
If any­ 
thing about free government, free schools, 
or other free institutions, criticism of Rus­ 
sia or her form of government, is found, it 
is retained ; and should it appear among 
the possibilities th at the bearer has any 
design upon the Russian way of doing 
things, he or she is detained for examina­ 
tion. 
It does not appear in history or tra­ 
dition th at persons “detained ” have ever 
proven their missions clear. 
They simply 
have been heard of no more. 
A Londoner who had a eouple of trunks 
displayed his English blood by stepping 
behind the long counter when his baggage 
was pulled out of the wire cage, where it 
stays till ojtened, and beginning to unlock 
it. 
The officers snatched the keys from 
the traveler’s hands anti pushed him hack 
in line w ith others. 
W hen the trunks 
were opened, the Englishman paid for his 
forwardness by seeing his goods dumped 
out on the floor and everything mussed and 
left for him to care for. 
There was no 
complaint. 
To complain means to detain, 
for the Russian officers are as suspicious as 
they are officious. 
All stand in together, 
anti they have such unlim ited license th at 
one is at their mercy. 
1 tried to anticipate the officers as much 
as possible, and, having left my trunk in 
Paris, eagerly ojtened my satchels. 
The 
jtockets of my garments were turned in­ 
side out, letters were squeezed, a traveling 
cap ditto, and socks, which were turned in 
together, were jmlled out and looked into. 
Here I 
encountered 
money-changers 
who were evidently direct lineal descend­ 
ants of those who were east out of the tem­ 
ple. 
I had seen money-changers at other 
frontier jdaces, but none like these. 
No 
sooner had I emerged from the custonis- 
rooin to the adjoining restaurant for a cup 
of the famous Russia tea than the brace 
of money-changers apjiroached me. 
Both 
about six 
feet 
in bight, they 
wore 
black robes which came to their feet, 
and 
black crowns, 
giving 
them 
an 
ecclesiastical appearance. ( >ne was jtrob- 
ably seventy years old, while the 
was jnishing three score and ten. 
wore the jiatriarchal beard—one fall white, 
the other as densely black as it was long. 
They were inseparable, and their black 
eyes flashed behind far-extending fore­ 
heads, and their large, sinful mouths trem ­ 


or short. 
On this occasion the train was 
light, and the baggage was soon inspected. 
But the passengers were not jtermitted to 
resume their place in the train. 
As soon 
as they escaped the custom officers they 
were led into the adjoining restaurant— 
men, women and children—where were all 
classes of jieojile in every condition. 
All 
outer 
doors 
were 
locked, 
and 
were 
guarded 
by 
officers. 
Timid, 
delicate 
women 
hovered 
in 
the 
corners 
and 
waited 
for 
the 
end 
of 
the 
two hours, while half-intoxicated Russians 
crowded about, smoking nasty cigars or, 
drinking steaming tea at the tables. Slavs, 
Greeks, Persians, Swedes, Russians, Ger­ 
mans, not an English voice was h eard ; 
and seldom did one see a man who could 
interpret even a sign. 
The women were 
more ready anti bright, and divined the 
wishes of travelers more readily. 
Finally a Russian rushed like mad from 
the station and began ringing a bell. There 
was a commotion inside. 
The bell-ringer 
moved uj> and down the long platform and 
made much unnecessary noise. 
The doors 
were unlocked and the passengers passed 
out, an officer being ready to see that i nch 
parcel bore the stamp of the custom-house. 
An hour aud a half of unnecessary, dis­ 
agreeable waiting made one appreciate the 
atmosphere, chilly even in August. 
Just 
before the train started a jingle of spurs 
and sabers was heard, and two gendarmes 
appeared. 
They entered the carriages 
and handed out the 
passports. 
Each 
passport 
bore 
a 
simple 
and short 
signature—th at of the Consul or Gov­ 
ernor—and 
the 
seal 
of 
the 
officer. 
Two or three passengers did not 
re­ 
ceive their passports, because the doc­ 
uments 
were not 
vised, 
and 
they 
were obliged to 
remain 
and 
explain. 
As the train rolled oil from the frontier 
toward Warsaw and St. Petersburg the 
proverb. “ The gates of Russia are wide to 
those who enter, but narrow to those who 
go out,” lingered in my mind. 
The American traveler is quite as much 
impressed with the quaintness of the 
country and the remarkable character of 
the jieoplc when he arrives at Cracow or 
Warsaw (the latter the old Capital of Po­ 
land, now subject to Russia), as he lias with 
any other part of the country. 
The char­ 
acteristics of the Poles, so far as the con­ 
struction of a city goes, are as far at 
variance with the English or American as 
those of the Russians. 
Strange old build­ 
ings, covered with crazy characters ami 
pictures, broad, rouglilv-bowldered streets 
filled with droskies, the prevalent vehicle, 
make one feel th at anything is possible in 
this country. 
The face of Russia is like Wisconsin, 
less the lakes and 
beautiful streams; 
N orthern Michigan, without the largest 
pine trees, and New Mexico, with the ab­ 
sence of warmth. 
The pineries are stunt­ 
ed, the fields covered w ith w heat—-in 
harvest during A ugust—and the villages 
are of small wooden buildings covered 
with 
straw. 
Nowhere is 
there arch­ 
itecture, taste or cleanliness t í splayed. 
The advancement of the country may be 
illustrated in the statem ent that, though 
Russia is one of the greatest in wheat produc­ 
ing, the cereal is sown broadcast, harvested 
with the sickle, thrashed with the flail, 
and three-fourths of the work is done by 
the women. 
The forests are infested by 
wolves and other wild animals ; the fields, 
when not covered with wheat, are carpeted 
with Jean Marie, with a yellow rattle and 
a iiltmie of blue leaves at the top. 
Mush­ 
rooms and all the fungi of a cold climate 
are seen, and one’s bewilderment increases 
as the slow train goes further and further 
into the Empire.—St. 
Petersburg Corre­ 
spondent .V. Y . Sun.

The W ashington corresjxmdent of the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat sends to th at jia- 
per the following interesting letter con­ 
cerning the famous Ford’s Theater, where 
President Lincoln was assassinated, and 
the museum which has since occupied it: 
The Government will soon have to find 
new uses for Font’s Theater. 
After the 
assassination of Lincoln public sentiment 
revolted at the idea that the place should 
continue to be a play-house. 
A proposi­ 
tion to transfer the property to the Gov­ 
ernment was readily entertained bv the 
proprietor. 
The purchase price was $88,­ 
000. 
At th at time the medical and surgi­ 
cal branch of the Government service had 
collected a great number of curious sjteei- 
mens from the battle-fields and the hos­ 
pitals. 
The war was over. 
The temjxi- 
rary dejiositories of these .specimens in va­ 
rious parts of the country were being given 
t up and the Surgeon-General was at a loss 
to know what to do with the thousands of 
anatomical relit s. 
I’or a short time the 
old theater was used as a storehouse for 
Confederate State papers ami documents. 
Then came the suggestion that it should 
be turned over to the Surgeon-General. It 
was accejited as peculiarly fitting. 
And 
thus the building in which the President 
received his mortal wound became the 
storehouse for the ghastly records and still 
more ghastly relies of the army surgeons. 


T H E O LD T H E A T E R . 
' Ford’s Theater was built with heavy 
walls and a severely plain and solemn 
front, for a church. 
W hen it was traus- 
formcd the first tim e the pulpit gave place 
to a stage, the jiews were replaced by or­ 
chestra chairs, pillars were put in to sup­ 
port a dress-circle and a place aloft for the 
“ gods.” 
But the changes were all inte­ 
rior. 
The front was still the front of a 
church. 
Ar.tl when the second transfor­ 
mation took place after the assassination 
all interior likeness to a theater disap- 
jtenred. 
There were arranged two stories 
with halls and rooms for offices in which 
the records were kejit. 
This left an upper 
room quite high and nearly .os wide and 
long as the building. 
The third floor be­ 
came the Army Medical Museum, one of 
the legitimate objects of interest to Wash­ 
ington visitors. 
It was filled with show 
cases, and in these were arranged the skel­ 
etons, the detached bones, the jars and 
casts. 
But the front remained unchanged. 
For church, theater and medical museum 
it was and is the same. 
F street is the thoroughfare between the 
groups of Government buildings. 
A t one 
end it runs jilnmp against the side of the 
Treasury building, with the W hite House 
and the W ar, Navy and State Departments 
beyond. 
Eight blocks east of this grouji 
is the other grouj), consisting of the Posc- 
oflice Department, the Interior D epart­ 
ment and the Patent Office. 
Ford’s Thea­ 
ter i- between Ktc two grouj», being only 
a few stejis oft', on a side street from F. 
The location is very central, and, for 
twenty years, few sight-seeing strangers, 
who made the tour of the departments, 
have failed to visit “ the place where Lin 
coin was shot.” 
Some years, such as the 
Centennial and the inauguration years, 
the number of visitors to the museum ran 
uj > to nearly 100,000. 
There have been 
other years when net more than 25,000 
climbed the iron stairs to wander among 
the glass cases aud look out of the third 
story window down into the alley where 
Booth had his horse in waiting to make 
the ride for life after the shooting.

This leap from the window they said was 
w hat caused the injury. 
The tru th is, Booth jumjied from the 
box to the stage after shooting the Presi­ 
dent, and as he did so his spur caught in a 
flag and threw him. 
Thus it was he re­ 
ceived the injury to his leg. 
But the 
fracture tlitl not jirevent him from running 
through the jiassages hack of the stage, 
reaching the exit into the alley, mounting 
his horse and riding away.

which Booth caught was one which had 
been loaned to the jiroprietor of the thear 
ter that night to decorate the President’s 
box. 
It was one of two which belonged to 
the Treasury Guard Regiment, comjiosed 
of employes of the Treasufv, and can he 
seen any day in its glass case at th at de- 
jiartment. 


T H E a s s a s s in ' s B A CKBO N E. 
The failure to gratify morbid curiosity 
by the [.reservation of the interior, or jiart 
of it, in the condition it was the night of 
the assassination has been partially atoned 
for. 
All these years there has been on ex­ 
hibition in the corner above where the 
President sat that fatal night a little glass 
case containing thiee pieces from a human 
backbone. 
The sections rest one ujxm an­ 
other. 
Between the first and second, as 
they stand, there is a jagged hole, shooing 
where a bullet struck. 
Attached to the 
case is a tag with this awfully scientific in­ 
scription : 
“ No. 4086. 
The third, fourth anti fifth 
cervical vertebrae. A conoidal carbine ball 
entered the right sitie, comminuting the 
base of the right lam ina of the fourth ver­ 
tebra1, fracturing longitudinally and sejia- 
rating it from the sjiinous process, at tbe 
"mg J .................. 
reiving that transverse 
process. 
The 
missile 
passed 
directly 
through the canal, with a slight inclina­ 
tion downward and to the rear, emerging 
through tiie left liases of the fourth and 
fifth lam ina, which are comminuted, and 
from which fragments were embedded in 
the muscles of the neck. 
The bullet, in 
its course, avoided the large cervical ves­ 
sels. 
From a case where death occurred 
in a few hours after injury, April 26, 
1865.” 
The “ case” is that of J . W ilkes Booth, 
the assassin of Mr. Lincoln. 
The three 
vertebra1 are nearly all of the remains of 
the mad actor which have not crumbled to 
dust. 
A small bottle, such as surgeons use 
to preserve sjiecimens in alcohol, goes with 
the jwrtion of Booth’s backlxrae. 
A clot 
of gravish-looking m atter floats in the pre­ 
serving liquid. 
It is the part of the spinal 
cord which was struck by Boston Corliett’s 
bullet when Booth 
received his death 
wound in the burning barn on the G arrett 
jilantation, 
near Bowling Green, Va., 
eleven days after the assassination. 
Lin­ 
coln and liooth were shot in very nearly 
the same jiortion of the IkxIv. 
The ball 
in each ease entered near the liase ol the 
brain. 
In Lincoln's case the nerves were 
paralyzed 
and 
no 
jiain 
was suffered. 
Booth's torture, until death came, was the 
most severe that eould have been devised. 
Peojile gaze and gaze at these two speci­ 
mens, after they learn what they are, and 
go away satisfied. 
Of late years there has 
stood near the Booth relics a ja r which 
[■assesses almost equal interest with its 
neighbors.

contains the spleen of 
Guiteau, the assassin of President Garfield. 


FREAKS OF BULLETS. 
These sjiecimens draw attention for their 
historical associations. 
But the museum 
abounds in things that are of vastly more 
intrinsic interest. 
There arc object les­ 
sons illustrating tbe wonderful freaks of 
rifle balls. 
One of these is a section of a 
skull with the ball which struck it split in 
two, one-half going insideartd inflicting the 
wound which caused death, the other half 
remaining on tbe outside between the

IN D IA N BABIES. 
The museum possesses quite a collection 
of papooses picked up by the arm y sur­ 
geons in the wild West and forwarded, i 
The withered and battered remains have j 
been “ cured” by long exposure to sun and 
wind on the elevated stages where the In­ 
dians used to bury, but they are not pleas­ 
ant to look upon. 
The most notable of 
these papooses is a little chap, said to have 
been found in a tree near Laramie. 
H e is 
tlressetl in a suit of blue, upon which the 
Indian mother has sewed a great collec­ 
tion of buttons. 
Around the neck is a 
string of heads, and on the feet are little 
embroidered moccasins. 
Reminiscences of the Indian wars are 
numerous. There is the skull of one brave 
who only succumbed when lie bad been 
sabered nine times. 
A t least that must be 
the conclusion, for the cranium shows nine 
distinct penetrating cuts from the sword. 
Of course, it is not to he supposed that the 
white man amused him self by whacking 
away needlessly at the red man’s head 
after the latter was hors de combat. 
The 
skull belonged to an Araucanian, who was 
killed by Chileau soldiers. 


A W IT H E R E D A R M . 
One day after the war closed there came 
to W ashington a one-armed veteran. 
He 
had a bundle wrapped in paper, and lie 
said it was something that ought to b e in 
the museum. 
W hen the wrappings were 
taken off there was brought to view a hu­ 
man arm. 
The muscles had dried hard 
and the skin had been tanned by the ac­ 
tion of wind and sun. 
So complete had 
lieen N ature’s process that there was noth­ 
ing disagreeable but the looks of the arm. 
The drying and shrinking of the flesh had 
left the jagged bone bare at one end, and 
the same causes had clinched the fingers 
at the other. 
The veteran’s story was that 
in the battle at Gettysburg a cannon hall 
had taken off his arm. 
Unconscious he 
had been carried to the field-hospital and 
then to the general hospital. 
Months af­ 
terwards he had regained his health and 
had been discharged. 
Curiosity prompted 
him to visit the battlefield and live over 
his terrible experience. 
H e found, after 
some trouble, the spot where he stood 
when the cannon hall discovered him. 
It 
was in a cornfield, and there between the 
furrows was the arm in the well-preserved 
condition apparent. 
The scientific gentle­ 
men of the museum did not think it worth 
while to take the soldier’s affidavit. 
They 
saw at a glance th at the arm was an inter­ 
esting specimen aside from its history. 
They took it, mounted it upon two sup­ 
ports in a glass case, and gave it a place of 
prominence in the museum. 


W O N D E R FU L W O R K W IT H A RROW S. 
Some of the wonderful accomplishments 
of the Indians with their arrows are illus­ 
trated in a very realistic manner. 
These 
arrows had heads made of the iron hoops 
of barrels. 
A shoulder blade of a buffalo 
w ith the thin, frail-looking arrow-head 
piercing it is shown. 
Upon close exam i­ 
nation the visitor discovers that the point 
projects through the outer side of the 
bone. 
The only explanation is that the 
arrow must have passed through the body 
of the buffalo anil struck the shoulder 
blade on the inside. These arrow-heads 
may be taken between the lingers and bent 
with ease, they are so th in ; but shot from 
the bow by the Indians they went through 
obstacles which would have stopped a bul­ 
let. 
They penetrated bones without fract­ 
uring them, and they made cuts as clean 
as the 
keenest surgical blades. 
The 
Apache arrow-head of soft iron has pierced 
where a leaden projectile would have flat­ 
tened. 
. 
The skull, with an arrow point driven 
into it almost to the head, is a reminis­ 
cence of an Indian attack on a stage in 
W estern Texas. 
Three United States 
soldiers were the guard. 
One was killed 
outright, one 
escaped, and 
the 
other 
crawled away in the grass with this arrow 
point sticking ill his brain, a bullet hole 
through an arm, another through a leg, 
and a third chunk of lead in his breast. 
This man lay in the grass until the In­ 
dians had disappeared, and then he made 
It is way afoot 160 miles across the plains of 
Texas. 
The stage was attacked on the 1st 
of September, 1870, ami seven days later 
the man limped up to Fort Concho, 
lie 
was still in possession of his mental facul­ 
ties, hut he died on the 19th of September, 
ten days after entering the hospital. When 
the post-mortem was held the surgeons 
found that the arrow point had gone 
straight through the bone and into the 
brain, making a wound which, under or­ 
dinary conditions, would be considered 
sufficient to cause immediate death. Along­ 
side of the skull is shown a piece of the 
stage door, of hard wood, w ith another ar­ 
row head sticking in it. 


B R O K E N N ECK S M EN D ED . 
Sonic people may iltink this a rather 
incredible story, but there are plenty of 
things in the Army Medical Museum to 
show that exceptions exist in the ordinary 
laws of mortality. 
A broken neck usually 
kills. 
There is exhibited a skull with a 
portion of the spinal column attached, 
which came from the Catacombs of Paris. 
Any surgeon can see that the column was 
broken where it reaches the head, and that 
the parts mended themselves before death 
came. 
The U nited States has furnished 
one case of this kind, and the evidence is 
shown here in the dislocated vertebra: 
grown together again. 


n a t u r e ’s s u b s t i t u t e f o r b o n e s. 
The visitor sees hung up in the cases t 
here and there sections of 
[mssess no significance until it is learned 
that thev have been taken from the arms 
or legs of men still living. 
In cases where 
balls bad shattered the bone surgeons 
sometimes preferred the operation of cut­ 
ting out a section instead of adopting the 
shorter, and, for them, easier method of 
amputation. 
One of these excised txines 
hung up in the museum caine from the 
arm of a veteran who was for years an at­ 
tache of the institution. 
H e used to walk 
up to the case occasionally and shake his 
fist at it. 
Muscle and sinews had devel­ 
oped in place of the missing lione to such 
an extent as to make the arm strong 
enough for more than ordinary use. 
This 
man could lift 200 [Kiunds with the arm 
from which the bone had been taken. 
Pension Commissioner Black had one of 
his arms excised, and there is a considerable 
portion of it which is only gristle and 
muscle. The bone is gone, and lie becomes 
painfully aware of the fact when he tries 
to shake hands with 400 or 500 people. 


G E N E R A L S IC K L E *’ CO N TR IB U TIO N . 
No. 1335 is a large bone with the splint­ 
ering about midway where the buffet 
struck. 
The tag says : “ Major-General I). 
E. S., United States Volunteers, Gettys­ 
burg, Ju ly 2d ; amputated in the lower 
third of the thigh, by Surgeon T. Sim, 
United States Volunteers, on the field. 
Stump healed rapidly, and subject able to 
ride in carriage Ju ly 1 6 th ; completely 
healed, so that he mounted his horse in 
September, 1803. Contributed by the sub­ 
ject.” 
It is the leg of General Sickles, 
who is still cheerfully stumping about 
New York and Washington.

its finishing touches. 
Two years ago Con­ 
gress made the appropriation, and now the 
new store-house for the relics is ready to 
receive them. 
As the merry sight-seers 
troop along Pennsylvania avenue, an ex­ 
press wagon loaded high w ith grim skele­ 
tons every now and then blocks the way. 
The new building is on the M all or 
Smithsonian grounds, only a stone's throw 
from the National Museum.

Fashion’s race is a go-as-you-please one. 
“ No law,” I was about to write, hut more 
strictly speaking, there are so many laws 
that something is fuund to fit everybody’s ' 
case, and the bustle excepted, nothing is ; 
obligatory. Of course there are limita- j 
tion-, as on the prairies one can sec a 
distant horizon, but the domain is a broad ; 
one, verging every way, filled with perpet­ 
ual paradoxes and a succession of ideas 
the most various. Certain styles, however, 
loom up into prominence, and most nota­ 
ble, perhaps, is the birth and growing as­ 
cendency of the Princess dress. It is made 
in one, and the breadths hang straight and 
close about the person, much fullness of 
necessity being massed at the hack, because

¡ ,.-.-,ed, while projecting in unsightly con- 
spictiousoess. Akin to the Princess dress 
are the polonaise and jietticoat, which are 
every day repeated more frequently, and 
the two styles have largely interfered with 
the lioufiant, which nevertheless holds 
position, because so becoming to slender 
figures, and so especially adapted to 
LIGHT EVENING FABRICS. 
Of these, striped or barred figures come 
first on the list, and the demand for them 
is immense. Fine net or lace, diversified 
in like manner, are also in extraordinary 
request, but the latter shows pretty floral 
patterns, many of them not in conventional 
style, but in tiny leaves or fi inters done m 
head-work. Embroidery is a charming 
accessory, and beautiful leaves are wrought 
in stripes of colored embroidery, alternat­ 
ing with bead-work ; hut, in truth, the de­ 
vices are so numerous that special descrip­ 
tion becomes impossible. Moire is a fa­ 
vorite combination in grays, and runs in 
transverse or lengthwise stripes. “ Drapery 
net,” having a net groundwork covered 
with floral figures, is another favorite 
evening material, at moderate cost.

It is orna­

ple chiefly wear thin materials, yet as 
black is extremely fashionable, an older 
person who does not wish to spend much 
on an evening dress can have any of them 
in black, made over black silk or satin, and 
lightened by ribbon bows and sash. Or, 
again, an excellent effect is given when 
over a colored foundation, since nothing is 
more attractive than the shining of yellow, 
pink, crimson, blue, etc., through a veiling 
of, or combined with, black. 
TWELFTH-NIGHT PARTIES 
For children are among popular entertain­ 
ments, the hours being from four to seven 
for the afternoon, and from five to eight, 
six to nine or seven to ten for the evening. 
Some houses will lie elaborately dressed 
for the occasion, hut again there will be 
some simple adornment of flowers. So 
with refreshments, but it is never advisa­ 
ble to provide too rich food when little 
people are to be catered for. Private the­ 
atricals in the way of a simple charade, 
acted by the grown members of the family 
and their friends, are enjoyed immensely 
by children, and in some cases they will 
take part. Fancy costume parties are at 
times preferred, and great pleasure is af­ 
forded by getting up the dresses.

Singular D etection of P oison. 
Paris has recently been much excited 
by a supposed case of poisoning, and sin­ 
gular discovery of evidence of the crime. A 
woman died under the care of a homeo­ 
pathic physician—Dr. Courtv de Lapom- 
merais. The Judge of Instruction—the 
officer charged with the investigation pre­ 
liminary to the public trial—went to the 
house of the deceased woman to inspect 
the room in which she died, but with no 
fixed idea as to what he should discover 
there, nor as to whether lie should discov­ 
er anything at all. He perceived some 
faint spots 011 the floor, and found, on in­ 
quiry, that they were made by the dejec­ 
tions of the sick woman. He ordered the 
floor to be scraped at the places stained, 
he carefully collected the scrapings and 
submitted them to the examination of 
conqietent chemists, and these scrapings 
are going to condemn the prisoner. They 
contained dirjitaline, the active principle 
of the digitalis purpurea, or purple fox­ 
glove, one of the most deadly j unisons of 
the “ Materia Medica,” and which acts by 
diminishing the heart’s action. To show 
the wonderful power of this medicament, 
the digitaline, as prepared by Homolle and 
Quevenne, the preparation now princi­ 
pally in ase at I’aris, is given in doses of 
one or two milligrammes, or say one grain, 
for fifteen days’ use. 
The chemists commenced their investi­ 
gations by giving small quantities of the 
scrapings to animals, all of which died in 
a way to suggest poisoning by digUaline. 
They then selected the frog for the test ex­ 
periment, because the heart of this animal 
when laid, bare, continues to beat nor­ 
mally. The (Vst was made on three ani­ 
mals ; the heart of the first one was laid 
bare, and continued its contractions and 
dilatations as if nothing had occurred ; on 
the naked heart of the second one a minim 
of a solution of digitedine was dropped ; the 
heart commenced to heat slower and slow­ 
er ; presently its pulsations ceased entirely, 
and the animal was dead. On the heart 
of the third frog they placed a small 
quantity of the avenging scrapings from 
the floor, and they produced exactly the 
same effect ss the drop of pure digital ine; 
the heart’s pulsations slackened bv de­ 
grees, and presently the animal was dead. 
These interesting experiments were made 
before the Judge of Instruction, and will 
be repeated before the jury at the trial. 
Until they were made the prisoner was in­ 
different and even joyous ; he knew that 
there was no chemical test for the poison 
he had used; he had taken care to nurse 
the condemned woman himself, and to 
conceal all the probable sources of discov­ 
ery ; but he hail not counted on the spots 
on the floor, nor on the peculiar proper­ 
ties of the heart of the batraehiau tribe. 
Nevertheless he had occupied himself a 
great deal with toxicology, and still main­ 
tains that he can prove his innocence.

ROTHSCHILD’S REVENGE.

Itauk of Knglantl. 
\n amusing adventure is related as hav­ 
ing happened to the Bank of England, 
which had committed the unpardonable 
sin of refusing to discount a large bill 
drawn 
by Anselm 
Rothschild, of 
Frankfort, 
on 
Nathan 
Rotschild, 
of I/mdon. The hank had hanghtilv 
rtqdied that they discounted only their owii 
bills, not those of private persons; hut 
they had to do with one stronger than the 
hank. 
“ Private persons!” exclaimed Nathan 
when the fact was reported lo him. “ I 
will make these gentlemen see what kind 
of private jiersotis we are.” 
Three weeks later Nathan Rothschild— 
who had been employed the interval in 
gathering all the £5 notes lie could pro­ 
cure in England and on the continent— 
presented himself at the bank. 
He drew 
from his pocketbook a £5 note, and they 
naturally counted out five sovereigns, at 
the same time looking quite astonished 
that the Baron Rothschild should have 
personally trouble himself for such a trifle. 
The baron examined one by one the coins, 
and put them in a little canvas bag: then 
drawing out another note—a third— 
a tenth—a hundredth—lie never put the 
pieces of gold into the bag without scrupu­ 
lously examining them, and in some in­ 
stances trying them in the balance, as the 
law gave him the right to do. 
The first pocketbook being emptied and 
the first hag full, he passed them to his 
clerk and received a second, and thus con­ 
tinued till the hank closed. The Baron 
had employed seven hours to change £21,- 
ftOU, but as he had also nine employes of 
his house engaged in the same manner, it 
resulted that the house of Rothschild had 
drawn £210,000 in gold from the Bank of 
England, and that lie had so occupied the 
tellers that no other person could change a 
single note. 
Everything which bears the stamp of 
eccentricity has always pleased the Eng­ 
lish. They were, therefore, the first day 
very much amused at the little pique of 
Jlaron Rothschild. They laughed less | 
when they saw him return the next day, 
at the opening of the bank, flanked by his j 
nine clerks, and followed this time by dravs 
to carry away the specie. They laughed 
not at all when the king of bankers said 
with ironical simplicity: 
*’ These gentlemen have refused to pay 
my hills. I have sworn not to keep theirs. 
At their leisure—only I notify them that 
1 haTe enough to employ them for two 
months ”------ 
“ For two months!” 
“ Eleven millions in gold drawn from 


•Steallus it H indoo God’s Throne. 
A Brahmin, named Gopal ChunderGan- 
gooly, was recently charged at the Cal­ 
cutta Police Court liv Narain Chunder 
Mookerjee, on behalf of Baboo Kanve 
Fall Duhr, with the theft of a gold throne 
(d the Hindoo god Shalgram, valued at 
(#0 rupees, a gold Brahminical thread and 
a gold umbrella belonging to the god. On 
the night of the 25th of September the 
accused was arrested in the street with the 
articles in his possession, except the tim­ 
brel I a. 
On September 26th Baboo Kanve I,all 
Dliur, who had a poojah at his house, dis­ 
covered that the throneof Shalgram (which 
was placed in front of the Goddess Door- 
gah in thedallah), was missing, and also 
the gold Brahminical badge and umbrella 
of the Shalgram. Information was given 
at the local thannah, and the accused was 
identified as having been at the Baboo’s 
poojah house on the night of the 25th on 
two occasions, the last being at about 11 p. 
M., when lie was asked how he came to he 
there without an invitation, and replied 
that he had come to see the poojah. 
The throne found with the accused was 
identified by the complainant as his prop­ 
erty. Inspector Davis informed the Court 
that there had been three other similar 
cases on the three successive nights of the 
poojah’s, which were still undiscovered, 
there being no trace of the property stolen 
or the thieves. The accused pleaded not 
guilty, but was convicted and sentenced to 
nine mouths’ imprisonment.— Pall Mall 
Gazette. 


Stenography a M ania W ith G irls. 
“ IIow many stenographers do you sup­ 
lióse there are in Chicago?” was the in­ 
quiry of an employment agency man the 
other day. The Stroller would not hazard 
a guess. “ About 6,000 as near as 1 can 
make out,” said my interrogator. He ex­ 
plained further that their wages averaged 
from £10 to $15 a week, a few of the most 
competent getting more than the latter 
figure, and a great many getting less than 
£10. They are mostly women, and there 
is an army of them constantly in search of 
places. The hours are not hard, usually 
ranging from -8 or 0 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing to 5 or 6 o'clock in the afternoon, with 
nearly an hour at noon for lunch. But 
the work is very confining. The business 
is entirely overdone,” said my informant. 
“ It has become a sort of mania with girls, 
and they are going into it in such numbers 
that the supply is already entirely out of 
proportion to the demand. If I had the 
education of a young girl in charge, I 
would strongly persuade her from learning 
stenography. 
In addition to the over­ 
crowded state of the profession, Edison's 
new phonograph will entirely dispense 
with the necessity of stenographers, if it 
will do all that is claimed for it. My ad­ 
vice to girls who want to earn a living is 
to try something else than stenography.” 
Chicago Journal.

THE GREAT DEVELOPMENT JN 
MATERIAL RESOI RCES. 


Increase of Population—Rem arkable 
Railroad B uilding — Unlim ited 
Future of the United States. 


Since the year 1870 the population of the 
United States has increased by 20,000,000. 
The miles of railway have grown from 
50.000 to more than 130,000. The pro­ 
duction of grain and hay lias been nearly 
doubled; the production of iron has been 
trebled. The property insured from fire 
has become two and a half times as great. 
The cost of growing grain in the West­ 
ern States, small as it always was, has been 
greatly lessened hy improved agriculture 
and by a reduction of nearly one-half in 
the current rate of interest on borrowed 
money ; and the cost of moving grain from 
Chicago to Liverpool has been reduced no 
less than 13s a quarter. 
These are very brief statements, but 
only think what they disclose. Here is a 
vast continent of virgin soil adding twenty 
millions to its inhabitants in fifteen years. 
These people are all workers, and every 
one is assisted by the State. There are 
grants of fresh land to those who will cul­ 
tivate i t ; protection from foreign competi­ 
tion for those who will manufacture any­ 
thing. The increase in wealth and in 
production is far more rapid than the in­ 
crease in numbers, great as that has been, 
and the cost of producing and of moviug 
continually grows less. 
Nor are these by any means the only 
things of vital interest to ourselves. The 
20.000 miles of British railways have cost 
£40,000 a mile. The 130,000 miles of rail­ 
way in the United States have cost only 
£11,000 a mile, and their actual construc­ 
tion at this moment in the Western States 
does not cost more than £6,000 a mile. 
Half the capital of American railways is 
borrowed money, the average interest be­ 
ing four and one-half per cent.; the other 
half is share capital, on which the average 
dividend is only two per cent. But these 
low terms are sufficient to attract unlim­ 
ited investments, very largely English 
capital. The interest on the borrowed 
money is generally safe, and the share cap­ 
ital would be found even if there were no 
dividends; for every mile of new railway 
in the West gives immediate value to at 
least 5,000 acres of new land State aid also 
is never wanting where it is necessary. 
The railways west of the Mississippi have 
received grants of no less than 200,000,000 
acres of land, or as much as England and 
France together. The average rate at 
i which goods are carried is one halfpenny 
‘ per ton per mile; the rate for grain for 
long distances is less than a farthing, 
and corn is brought from Chicago to. 
Liverpool for something like 5s. a 
quarter. At these rates the profit over the 
working expenses of the railways is one- 
third of the gross earnings. In England 
the profit is one-half, but the capital per 
mile on which interest has to be paid is 
nearly four times as great as in America. 
The absolute confidence with which the 
Americans themselves look forward to the 
future is shown in the most emphatic way. 
With full knowledge of the rates, the 
traffic and the dividends before them, 10,­ 
000 miles of new railway will have been 
constructed this yeat, and they will make 
more than 50,000,000 acres of fresh land 
available for use. The land is valueless 
without the railways. The railways get 
their traffic from the cultivation of the 
land. The capital invested this year will 
probably he sixty millions sterling ; much 
of which comes from England, and neither 
the constructors nor the investors have anv 
fear as to the result. 
Putting all these things together, what 
have wehere but the most formidable engine 
of commercial competition that has ever been 
known ; and what chance is there that the 
methods by which we earned our living 
before this competitor was born will answer 
now that he is at our door? 
English farmers are told that American 
farmers are being ruined hy the present 
price of wheat. They will be terribly de­ 
ceived if they dream either that this is 
generally true, or that if it were true it 
would make any difference to themselves. 
If it were true in fact, the utmost result 
would be some little rise in price in 
America, too small to be important here ; 
but its truth in general is obviously im­ 
possible. When l'resh land is first brought 
into use, many of the cultivators are 
ruined, as a matter of course, for success 
cannot be universal; hut when cultivation 
goes on, nevertheless, with increasing 
rapidity, and capital is poured into it with 
unfailing confidence, it is pure folly to 
think that the business can be otherwise 
than profitable on the whole. 
And farming can only be judged of “ on 
the whole.” No farmer grows only a sin­ 
gle thing, and the various attempts made 
by many writers to settle the precise cost 
of growing wheat are fruitless from their 
very nature. The farmer’s business is to 
grow food of every kind, and he is obliged 
always to grow several kinds. His profit 
or loss depends on the general result, and 
it is under this general result that Ameri­ 
can land is sought after with extraordinary 
avidity, while English land lias become a 
burden and a loss. 
Any doubt as to the immense prosperity 
of the United States is disposed of by their 
revenue returns. Since their great war, 
and notwithstanding its prodigious cost, 
they have paid off in twenty years two 
hundred and thirty millions sterling of 
their national debt, their revenue now 
shows an annual surplus of twenty millions 
and their chief financial difficulty at this 
moment is to know what to do with it. 
Let us take these figures home and ask 
ourselves what inference we should draw 
concerning the prosperity of Great Britain, 
if we found ourselves with a surplus reve­ 
nue of twenty millions a year? 
We are face to face with the fact that 
all the chief products of the soil can lie 
grown in America in any quantity for 
very much less than is possible here; that 
the protection we have lived under in the 
cost of transit is practically gone, and that 
profitable farming in England is gone with 
it, if we resolve to buy our food in the 
cheapest market, regardless of the results. 
A sjiecial warning is needed here against 
false hopes founded on temporary changes; 
the price of wheat, for example, has fallen 
so low this year that its growth abroad 
will be discouraged, and the area sown 
somewhat reduced, and if by chance a bad 
season should follow, the price of wheat 
may suddenly rise. 
But the advance 
would be temporarily only. It would lead 
at once to an increased production, and 
the first good harvest would bring the 
price down lower than before. 
What then is to be done? We are told 
to reduce the cost of production in Eng­ 
land. hut this is no remedy at all unless it 
is sufficient for the purpose; and how can 
it be made sufficient ? English farming is 
not conducted by children; the experience 
of ages, the help of capital, the resources 
of science, have all been working under 
the strongest impulse of self-interest in 
this great industry, and the result is seen 
in the actual produce, which exceeds in 
quantity per acre that of most other coun­ 
tries, notwithstanding our defects of cli­ 
mate and the natural exhaustion of the 
soil. That savings in cost may be effected 
is always iiossible in every trade, hut it is 
not possible that they can teally amount 
to much in a trade like this.— Xcüional Jic- 


i valleys at our feet are so smoky that the 
lower part of our view is much limited.

West of us, more 
than half a mile lower, and two or three 
miles distant, is the great crater of the 
mountain. More than half of the great 
rim is yet intact—what is left of a huge 
bowl a mile in diameter, whose side seems 
Jo have been burst out by its molten con­ 
tents. In other directions, from the sum­ 
mit, great serrated ridges of rock stretch 
down into the forest; while between them 
ever narrowing arms of snow extend for 
miles to meet the trees, like guards to keep 
the green from infringing on its white do­ 
main. From our great hight the lower 
part of the snow, steep though it really is, 
looks nearly level, as do the wooded slopes 
and valleys beyond ; and a passing cloud 
looks in the sunshine like a white sheet 
spread on the dark green carpet of pines.—

* >ne of the most needed reforms, and I 
believe the most difficult to introduce, be­ 
cause public opinion is so very strong on 
the subject, is, in my estimation, our man­ 
ner of horseback riding. I have been 
passionately fond of riding, and have rid­ 
den since I was a young girl, and know all 
that woman has to contend with. May I 
communicate a few reasons why a woman 
should not ride as she does? The position 
is cramped and strains wouib and back ; 
the circulation is stopped in the right leg; 
the difficulty of getting a skirt to stay 
comfortably in place is very great, they are 
now so closely fitted ar.d strapped down; 
the danger in ease of accident is also great. 
A very one-sided development is the con­ 
sequence, besides the many discomforts to 
the liorse; it is more difficult for them to 
travel squarely, with as even a gait; sad­ 
dle galls are almost sure to form; saddles 
have to be so tight in order not to slip. I 
think it is especially hurtful to a growing 
girl to assume the cramped-up position on 
one side of the liorse. Why should we try 
to pretend we have hut one leg ? We take 
great pains to fit the form from neck to 
hip skin-tight, and the form shows plainly 
from back to knee from the right side, and 
very much more immodestly than if we 
rode with our feet down.—Mrs. Jeanness 
Miller, in Dress. 


S p e e d o f a F a st T r a in .—Speed is 
hard to average. The 60 and 75 miles an 
hour train is generally a myth. An ave­ 
rage of 48 3-10 per hour is the fastest time 
in the United States. This is made on 
the Pennsylvania “limited” in its run 
from Jersey (’¡tv to Philadelphia, 90 
miles, in less than two hours. The “ Fly­ 
ing Dutchman” train is supposed to make 
the fastest time in the world, between 
London and Bristol, 118J miles, in less 
than two hours. The average, though, of 
even this fast train, is only 59J miles per 
hour. 
There are several other trains 
noted for remarkably fast time on short 
distances. Sometimes a straight and even 
grade for a distance of 20 milts will per­ 
mit a train to run at the rate of more than 
a mile a minute. One train on the Cana­ 
dian Pacific road, from Cotaneau to Otta­ 
wa, averages 50 miles an hour for a dis­ 
tance of 7s miles. On the Central road 
the late Mr. Vanderbilt traveled at the 
rate of 90 miles an hour. An average of 
361 miles an hour is considered fast trav­ 
eling. Many of the limited, lightning ex­ 
presses do not go at a faster rate. The 
value of railroads in the United States 
exceeds $8,000,000,000.—Few York Mail 
and Express interview.

An Interesting A rticle Upon the 
Subject lor California Vinc- 
Growers to Read. 


It is quite evident from the following 
article, which is published in the Cotton 
j Plant, South Carolina, that the grape- 
j growers of this coast have little reason to 
fear competition from vineyards in the 
Southern States. The paper referred to 
says: 
Grapes have come awl gone, and the 
vineyardists have hardly yet sufficiently 
rested from the rushing work they had to 
go through with to count the costs and 
profits, Greenville growers shipped many 
thousand pounds of the luscious fruit to 
the Northern and oilier distant markets, 
and the returns were various—some satis­ 
factory, some indifferent and not very en­ 
couraging, and others not yielding ex­ 
penses. Like all other products of the 
soil, grapes are at the mercy of tickle and 
fluctuating markets, and, as they are ]>erish- 
able, they must be sold on arrival in the 
markets at the ruling price of the day, be 
that what it may. On this account,grapes 
are at a disadvantage, as compared with 
some other farm products. On the whole 
the price obtained by the shippers, so far 
as we are able to learn so soon after the 
close of the season, were sufficient to pay 
a small profit. The average price in Phil­ 
adelphia for Concords was about 7 cents, 
although some early shipments sold as 
high as 10 cents. New York quotations 
ranged lower, and not many Greenville 
grapes went to that city. A good many 
grapes were shipped tq Chattanooga, Tenn., 
Providence, R. I., Birmingham, Ala., 
Charleston, ¡S. C., and other points. The 
best returns came from Birmingham, where, 
in the middle and latter part of the season. 
Concords so'.d readily for 10 cents. We 
shall say more on this subject in our next. 
It is rather early for a concise review of 
the year's business. Many thousand gal­ 
lons of wine have been made, principally 
from Concord, Ives and Clinton grapes. 
We should remind some of our North­ 
ern exchanges that they are guilty of rash 
and rather sweeping statements when they 
say that “ the grape crop of the South is 
an entire failure.” Such has never been 
the case in this section. While we have 
sporadic attacks of mildew and black-rot, 
tiie grape crop of tiie Piedmont section of 
South Carolina has never been anything 
like :m “ entire failure.” The loss from 
rot this year has been very slight, except 
in one or two isolated instances, and in 
some vineyards it may have been a benefit 
in thinning out the fruit on vines that were 
overladen. The Piedmont country of the 
Carolinas can, we think, compare notes 
with New York and New Jersey with per­ 
fect complacency, so far as the rot is con­ 
cerned. We have much to learn and not 
a little to unlearn in grape culture; but 
the progress so far made, indicates very 
clearly that all the hill country of this 
State, or, more properly speaking’, what is 
known as the Piedmont region, is well 
suited for the business, and likely to be­ 
come a grape-growing center. Even in 
the lower half of the State, where the 
climate is more moist, careful growers are 
succeeding with the Concord and other 
hardy varieties, to say nothing of their 
complete success with the Scuppernong, 
the Flowers and Thomas grapes, from 
which they make excellent wine and lots 
of it. 
The present indications are that the 
grape area will lie largely increased during 
the coming planting season. Some people 
will go-into it blindly, indulging a hidden 
hope that when their vines begin to bear 
they will turn the fruit into money with 
ease and get a good deal of glory out of the 
business at the same time. A wagon load 
of luscious ripe grapes, neatly packed in 
clean baskets, and this coupled with the 
cheerful countenance of the producer, is 
enough to tempt almost anyone to go into 
the business. But “all is not gold that 
glitters," and while far it be from us to say 
one word to discourage the industry, or 
those who are likely to embark in it, there 
is such a thing as going into business ra­ 
tionally, with judgment and forethought; 
above all, with some idea of what is to be 
done with the crops of grapes when they 
are produced. If marketing the fruit is 
the intention, an entirely different variety 
of grapes should be planted to what would 
be if the grower intended his business to be 
wine-making; for while it is true that 
grapes best for the market will make toler­ 
able wine, there are others—the strictly 
wine grapes—that had best be planted for 
that purpose. 
Professor George Hussman, of California, 
is correct when he says that for wine we 
must depend upon the eastivalis and 
riparia species. The labruscas and hybrids 
are the grapes for market and for the 
table. 
It will pay a beginner to spend a 
year looking into all such questions before 
making any considerable start in grape 
culture. 
Freight trains are too slow for 
the shipper of grapes unless all combine 
and load refrigerator cars and ship to the 
same, market. 
Express rates are high. 
The cost of baskets are considerable, and 
fluctuating—sometimes glutted—markets 
make prices capricious. 
M e have never heard of a vineyard in 
this section of the country being abandoned, 
and we don’t know the grape-grower who 
is sorry he went into the business and 
who is not planting more vines every year 
But we know growers would, if they 
could atlord it, uproot hundreds of their 
vines and plant other varieties in their 
stead, hut they can’t stand to lose three 
crops from the bearing vines while the 
new sorts would lie getting age and roots. 
It is only folly to assume that there are 
not serious questions connected with grape- 
growing in everv sense of the word. Ours 
is not the only State or section of the 
South that is going largely into the busi­ 
ness.

T he Story of on Invention. 
Numerous references have been made in 
the columns of the R ecord-F nion within 
the past few months concerning the suit 
on the patents upon barb-wire muanufact- 
jure. Twenty-nine years ago, Alvin Mor- 
ley. of Delaware conntv. Iowa, a man who 
had spent some years in an asvlum for the 
insane, and at last was returned to and died 
in the asylum, invented the barb-wire fenc­ 
ing. He conceived and carried out the idea 
of seen ring a bit of doable-pointed steei be­ 
tween two twisted wires, as a barrier against 
domestic animals trespassing upon lands 
Fifteen years after .Joseph F. Gliiiden ob­ 
tained letters patent ibr a similar invention. 
He assigned to a companv, which brought 
suits against several "parties for infringe­ 
ment. On the trial of the chief of these 
last week, at Dubuque, the prior invention 
by the insane man was nroved bevond 
question. It was a strange "trial; the com­ 
pany con'd only prove its invention, of 
course, to the date when Glidden made his 
fence wire. On tiie other hand, a section 
of fence was brought into Court made by 
Moriey more than twenty nine vears be­ 
fore, and exhibited at the "time at’an Iowa 
county lair. A man of forty, who had been 
thrown against Morley’s fence when a boy 
between ten and eleven, came into Court 
and exhibited the scars upon h¡3 lace of the 
wounds made by the barbs. A blacksmith, 
who nearly thirty years ago twisted the 
barbs into the wire for Moriey, was a wit­ 
ness, and to demonstrate the truth of his 
story, went to the forge and speedily fash­ 
ioned tools such ai be anti Moriey used in 
the process. Other witnesses as squarely 
confirmed the story of Morley’s invention. 
Judge Shivas, of the United States District 
Court, thereupon gave judgement against 
the Glidden assignees, on the ground that 
the patent was nullified by the fact of lack 
of novelty in the invention. Of course the 
ease will go to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, but it is "probable that the 
day of royalty-paying upon barb-wire fenc­ 
ing is at an end. In the time during 
which it has been paid to the Washburn it 
Moen Company, the assignees of Glidden, 
millions of dollars of royalty fee have been 
collected by that company. The romances 
of business sometimes surpass those of the 
fancy, and this case is an instance of the 
fact.

KERNAN’S REVELATIONS OF RUSSIAN 
CRUELTY. 


Russia has forbidden the circulation in 
the empire of the articles of George Ken- 
nau in the Century Magazine on “ Prison 
Life of the Russian Revolutionists.” 
The 
order is in keeping with the uniform policy 
of Rns-ia. 
It is possibly wrong to blame 
her, since it is unquestionable that the 
facts are as Mr. Kenuan recites them, con­ 
cerning the treatm ent of political prisoners 
in Ro-sia, and the tortures, cruelties and 
outrages visited upon “ suspects.” 
Were 
they untrue, the Russian censors need to 
entertain no fear of the circulation of the 
papers in Russia, where their untruth 
would he laid hare bv the people. 
Mr. Kennan’s statements are the result 
of long observation, visitation to the penal 
colonies, fortresses, prisons, castles and the 
mines of Siberia, and of a vast amount of 
testimony taken at various periods in 
widely separated places, and under circum­ 
stances precluding the possibility of collu­ 
sion between the many witnesses. 
These 
evidences are largely fortified by citations 
from official documents and s'atcmcnts by 
officials themselves. 
We have failed to 
discover any evidence of 
passion in his 
papers. 
The statements in cold English 
arc enough to stir the blood to a white 
heat, and rouse indignation to the highest 
pitch. 
No wonder that the articles are attract­ 
ing so much of attention; they are as ju ­ 
dicial and calm atid guarded in their tenor 
as the opinion of a supreme trib u n al; yet 
they are as thrilling as the most sensa­ 
tional drama, and as provocative of the 
indignant protests of humane freemen as 
any recital of inhum anity, torture, injus­ 
tice and jaditical tyranny can be. 
If one had not before clearly understood 
from what the tap roots of Nihilism draw 
sustenance in Russia, lie could uot labor 
under ignorance after perusing the articles 
the Russian Government has indorsed and 
given emphasis by exclusion. 
In “ Under 
ground Russia,” by Stopuiak, and half a 
dozen sim ilar works, much the same facts 
Mr. Kennau recites are given. 
But the 
latter details them dispassionately, while 
the Russian N ihilistic writers are intem ­ 
perate in their heat, and awaken incre­ 
dulity by their vituperation and dram atic 
intensity. 
The key note, and (he chief conclusions 
of the Kennau papers, are that Nihilism 
is as naturally the result of Rus ian des­ 
potism as that cold is the absence f heat, 
and that so long as political ty n r nv ex­ 
ists in the land of the Czars, Xiliili a will 
he known, and assassination of offic' 1 Is and 
police surveillance will continue. 
There 
is deplorable ulceration in the si.- ¡«1 realm 
of a nation where any one of its human 
units, upon mere suspicion, perhaps horn of 
the malice of an undisclosed enemy, may 
l>e snatched from the home circle— perhajs. 
a mere girl, or a strip of a boy, or a grav- 
liaired patriarch—confined for from one to 
three years without charge or trial, tor­ 
tured barbarously to extort confession, and 
then chained in line with thieves, assassins 
and the vilest outcasts, and driven on foot 
lieneath the lash ot the knout hundreds of 
miles over frozen ground through Arctic 
rigors to the bleak steppes of Siberia, and 
there compelled to wear their lives away 
in darksome mines, or in menial service 
or to rot in the dungeons of dismal fort­ 
resses. 


It is no wonder that thousands of devoted 
beings stand ready and proclaim themselves 
on call prepared to assassinate Czar, M inu­ 
ter,or police ageut, with the certainty before 
them that this declaration is equivalent to 
the pronunciation of their final doom. 
W hatever else we may call i t ; however 
much Ave abhor the infamous means the 
terrorists and revolutionists employ, we 
must adm it that such self-sacrifice and de­ 
votion to a cause that demands not even so 
much as the liberty we enjoy in America, 
have their springs and motives deep down 
in patriotic purpose, and that they must in 
time prevail, or civilization turn backward 
upon its course. 
In the light of the cold aud uneinbel- 
lishcd revelations made by Kennau of so­ 
cial misdirection and distortion in Russia, 
which prompts men, otherwise humane 
kindly, afieetionate, of broad views and 
sym pathetic impulses, to practice and ap­ 
prove the cruelties he describes, it is made 
clearer than ever before how utterly fool­ 
ish, causeless, and without an iota of ex­ 
cuse or defense, are the anarchical and so­ 
cialistic agitations in our own country. 
The horrors of political torture and exile 
in Russia, the inhum anity of the “ admin­ 
istrative process” applied to the punish­ 
ment of ••suspect-.” the cruelties inflicted 
upon those who neglect or refuse to inform 
upon their own wives, children, mothers, 
and brethren—these 
are 
born of the 
Russian system. 
They as naturally result 
from the social misdirection and disease, as 
do suffering and death from abnormal 
physical conditions. 
But how is it in the 
I nited States? 
None of these things pre­ 
vail; we haA-e, and more, all the revo­ 
lutionists of Russia ask and are denied, 
and for 
which 
they resort 
to such 
desperate, cruel and wholly indefensible 
methods—that is to say, free speech and a 
'rec press, recognition of inalienable and 
security for jiersonal rights, the right to 
freely assemble, the right to criticise the 
Government and propose changes in the 
methods of its administration, a constitu­ 
tional form of government, Avith repre­ 
sentation of the people in houses of legis­ 
lation, and religions liberty. W hat shadow 
of excuse, then, can be given lor the dasl- 
ardly doctrines and acts »f the Anarchists 
here, and the little less dangcious aud in- 


respecting intelligences. 
Such, for in­ 
stance, are those whom the profession 
afflicts, to use an inelegant expression, 
Russian bomb, and the im portation of the w ith “ big-head”—no other phrase is quite 
Russian method !

BREAKERS FOR RAÍSIH MEN. 


It seems incredible th at the Secretary of 
State should have w ritten to Congress, 
what the dispatches credit him with, eon 
cerning the tariff upon Malaga raisins. 
The Spanish raisin merchants have pre­ 
sented to M inister Curry a memorial to the 
United States Government, asking it to 
protect them by adjustment ^>f its tariff 
schedule against Grecian currant-growers. 
T hat is to say, one foreign production 
market asks the U nited States to interpose 
to protect it against the competition of 
another foreign producing market, and the 
Secretary of State, without, apparently, 
stopping to consider the question in all its 
aspects, advises Congress to th at step. 
Let us see exactly what it is that ispro- 
jiosed. 
Say the Malaga raisin merchants • 
“ We put up about 10,000 or 12,000 tons of 
raisins, and from 0,000 to 12,000 tons of 
currants. 
But while we export to the 
United States from 4,000 to 5,000 tons of 
raisins, Greece sells you from 30,000 to 35,­ 
000 tons of currants. The difference in 
export is due to the fact that the United 
States charges a duty of two cents upon 
raisins, and one cent upon currants, while 
formerly they Avere rated equally. 
Under 
that discrimination our exports have fallen 
off' immensely. 
Now the curing of raisins 
is the chief industry here, and if it is 
killed off by the competition of Grecian 
currants, the Malaga district will he im­ 
measurably injured.” 
Mr. Bayard trans­ 
mits this memorial to Congress, and ad­ 
vises that our tariff be adju 
d to protect 
Spain against Greece. 
H e leaves it in 
doubt, lioAvevcr, w hether he means th at the 
duty upon currants should he advanced, or 
that upon raisins reduced. 
The latter is 
certainly w hat the Spanish are aim ing for. 
The tru th is that the population of the 
United States has greatly increased; in ten 
years having augmented by nearly one- 
fifth. 
The importation of Zante currants 
lias only kept pace with the growth of the 
augmented consuming m arket. 
In the 
same time the declination in the import of 
Spanish raisin; is solely due to the compe­ 
tition inaugurated hv California raisin- 
growers. 
W ithout that, the imjiorts from 
Malaga, despite the competition of Zante 
currants, should have proportionately in­ 
creased with the increase of the population 
of the United States. 
Mr. Bayard ap­ 
peal's to have wholly ignored California 
production 
in 
considering the matter, 
though he ought to know that California 
is the factor th at lias cut down the Malaga 
export. 
More than that, many brands of 
California raisins are noAV preferred in the 
Eastern market, and before five years more 
pass away the California crop will supply 
the home demand. 
If, therefore, any one 
it the National Capital or in Spain can 
make it clear to the people 011 this side of 
the continent wliv the export of currants 
from Greece to the U nited States should 
crush out the raisin industry of Spain, a 
great favor will be conferred upon Cali­ 
fornians. 
W e are free to say that, despite the dis­ 
position of the Democracy to reduce the 
tax upon dutiable articles, ive cannot think 
that Mr. Bayard, who has been recognized 
always as a just man, really means to ad­ 
vise the reduction of the duty upon rais­ 
ins. 
To do that will he equivalent to

America and Europe.

for their separations. 
If, now, the laws of 
the several countries where th e knot was 
cut, prohibited re-marriage by divorced 
people, at least by the alleged offender, it

The accounts, over-colored, 
exaggerated, and made as sensational as 
human ingenuity can effect, are had enough 
hut when they are supplemented by re­ 
volting caricatures upon pictorial art, the 
offense becomes unbearable. 


M ost people look upon Maine as a 
more notable ship-building State than any 
lake State can possibly be. 
But Cleveland 
puts in a claim for Ohio that, according to 
the Leader and Herald, is a complete de­ 
feat of Maine’s claim to the title. 
It ap 
pears th at Ohio last year built more ton­ 
nage at Cleveland than was constructed by 
the entire State of Maine. 
The shipyards 
of Maine in 1887 turned out forty-one 
vessels w ith a total measurement of 17,­ 
454 tons. 
At Cleveland seventeen vessels 
were built, aggregating a net tonnage of 
19,521 tons. 
Of the Maine product th irty - 
five were sailing craft, and hut five had a 
measurement exceeding 1,000 tons. 
But 
of the seventeen vessels built at Cleve­ 
land sixteen were steamers, and only four 
were of less than 1,000 tons measurement. 
Any one out of six of the sixteen Cleve­ 
land steamers had a greater tonnage than 
th at of all six of the Maine steamers. 
More than this, the Ohio vessels cost a 
good deal more in proportion to their 
size, and three of them were built of steel. 
The school boy if asked to turn over his 
geography and ascertain w hat are leading 
industries of Maine and Ohio respectively, 
will reply that M aine is noted for its ship­ 
building, hut lie will not find that credit 
is given to the inland State of Ohio for a 
ship-building industry of much value. 
The truth is, th at the importance of the 
commerce and m arine service of the Great 
Lakes is not really so generally under­ 
stood away from the lakes as it should he. 
Act Ohio is by no means the leader of the 
lake States in ship-building. 
At lca<t 
three other States probably surpass her. 
But it will certainly 1* a revelation to 
most jieople to learn that the Buckeye 
State “ takes the broom ” from the Pine 
Tree State in the m atter of building 
vessels for commerce.

I t does seem, at this distance, that the 
small-pox epidemic in San Francisco is be­ 
ing badly fought.

to resort to a tent, upon a public square, 
for a receiving hospital. 
Nor do we be­ 
lieve that while health officials slept and 
breakfasted, victims, fevered w ith the dis­ 
ease, would he compelled to remain Ujion 
the sidewalk in the early, frosty air. 
Nor 
do Ave believe that if Sacramento had to 
do battle with such an epidemic, that 
nurses or physicians from the pest-house 
Avould he allowed to come daily upon the 
public streets, and mingle freely with the 
people. 
N or would it he at all likely that 
from a quarantined house an inm ate would 
be allowed to escape and appear before the 
H ealth Board and argue a claim for dam 
ages, and not even he returned to liis quar­ 
ters. 
Yet all these things have occurred 
in San Francisco, and though the press has 
protested it does not seem to have effected 
a complete reform of management. 


M r. W el ls, in the Popular Science 
Monthly, holds that the decline in prices 
since 1873 has been due to over-produe- 
tion. 
In a sense this is true. 
W here pro 
duction advances out of proportion to the 
growth of the consuming element, a de­ 
cline in prices follows. 
But Mr. Wells 
charges th at the rule applies to wheat- 
production since 1873. 
The fact is, the 
production of that cereal here and in 
Europe has net nearly kept pace with 
population—that is, it is greatly less now 
in proportion than it was in 1877, for in­ 
stance. 
In some parts of the world wheat- 
growing has advanced out of proportion, 
but those parts have not entered into any 
serious 
competition with other wheat- 
growing districts, and, as compared to the 
whole wheat-growing region, constitute 
hut a mere fraction of it. 


A ccording to the W ashington tele­ 
graphic correspondent of the San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner, the issue is about to be 
squarely made on the tariff question. The

The Russian Bear 
proceeded to move quietly towards his 
southern border with his cubs ; the “Pow­ 
ers” held mysterious m eetings; formed 
new “alliances” ; increased their war budg­ 
ets, military forces and naval armaments, 
and for the one-hundredth time resolved 
and gave out that they would, with united 
and allied front, meet and put an end, once 
for all, to tho autocratic insolence and en­ 
croachments of their northern enemy. The 
Bear smiled grimly, and kept quietly mov­ 
ing down upon the frontier, knowing full 
well, by oft-repeated experience, that when 
the supreme moment came he would have 
all thejillustrioos “ Powers,” including the 
British Lion, Prince Bismarck and E m ­ 
peror Joseph, subserviently at his feet, beg­ 
ging pardon for theirapparent antagonism, 
and assuring his Bearship that they are his 
“ most obedient.” 
It appears that the 
supreme moment and the humble subm is­ 
sion of the great European “ Powers” have 
already come, and sooner than generally 
expected. 
A London Times Berlin corre­ 
spondent telegraphed from the German 
capital on Wednesday : “ The Powers have 
agreed 
to summon Prince 
Ferdinand, 
through Turkey, to resign the Bulgarian 
throne.” The Bear will now he able to 
return to winter quarters until it wants 
something else, ami then the same piece 
of royal buncombe and nauseating farce 
will be repeated.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE, 


A Steam Snow-plow. 
On the side-track at the depot a few days 
ago was a new-fashioned snow-plow that 
attracted a great deal of attention. It has 
been sent np on the Oregon Division, and 
is now engaged in fighting the snow on the 
Siskiyou mountains. 
It was a curious- 
looking affair and is operated by steam. It 
is in the shape of a car, being wholly íl- 
clost:;!, with numeious side and end Win­ 
dows It contains a large boiler and about 
a thirty-horse-power engine. The front 
end presents a fiat surface to the snow as it 
runs in, and with the exception of a circu­ 
lar space in the center is covered with heavy 
boiler iron, whose outer edges are Uangetl 
so that the snow is forced towards the cen­ 
ter. In the center of the front is the digging 
apparatus. It is circular, about seven feet 
in diameter, and is shaped somewhat on 
the principal of a windmill. Like the 
arms of a windmill, this wheel has iron 
projections set diagonally with the plane of 
the circular, which catcnes the snow as it 
revolves and forces it into a center hopper, 
whence the snow is forced out of a spout 
which discharges it on either side of the 
track. ^ It is said that it will clear snow 
from the track at the rate of ten miles an 
hour. It is a curious invention, and ought 
to do good work on a road not hampered 
with show-sheds.

Those Sutter County Honda. 
The Recokd-Ukion* a few days since pub 
lished the fact that a large number of bonds 
were presented to the State Treasurer for 
payment, and as there was no money avail­ 
able for that purpose, payment was refused. 
They were issued by Reclamation District 
No. 5, in Sutter cottniy, and are held by 
residents of Ohio and Kentucky. The Sui­ 
ter County Farmer thus explains the debt: 
“The facts, as we understand them, are 
briefly these : The State Legislature, about 
twenty years ago. passed a 'Swamp Land 
Act’; under its provisions reclamation dis­ 
tricts were organized in the several valley 
counties. The same power created a Rec­ 
lamation Funding Commission which 
funded the indebtedness of the districts, 
No. 5 of this county included. The debts 
so contracted were not secured by the State 
or county, and rested solely on the value of 
the districts. The bonds were purchased 
at a great discount, but the price paid we 
have forgotten, if we ever knew. The 
value of the property (though not reclaimed) 
is much more than all the debts standing 
against it; hence, sooner or later the bond­ 
holders will get their money, or the swamp 
lands upon which they hold this mortgage. 
But us already remarked, none of these 
bonds are a direct or indirect claim against 
the county or State, a fact that must have 
been understood by these Cincinnati capi­ 
talists when they purchased them at such a 
heavy discount.” 
Millions of Geese. 
The plains along the Sacramento river 
are covered with geese. The following 
story comes front Biggs Station: “ The 
cold snap of the past week appears to have 
caused all the geese on the coast to congre­ 
gate on the lands lying between Buttecreek 
and the Sacramento river. It also seems 
to have affected their vocal organs in some 
way, as they do not cackle or scream as 
they generally do. An idea of their num- 
bets may be derived from the fact that a 
rancher living in the vicinity of French 
Crossing was surprised when he arose Mon­ 
day morning to see his grain-field of 24U 
acres apparently covered with a foot or so 
of snow. He rigged up a sled and struck 
out for a sleigh ride. He was surprised, 
upon reaching the field, to discover that the 
snow was in reality a huge band ol' white 
geese with their heads beneath their wings, 
peacefully sleeping. A yell awakened the 
feathered army and caused it to decamp 
towards the ethereal realms above. Our 
informant, who witnessed the scene, esti­ 
mates the flock as numbering at least 
20,000; says there was not a honker or 
brant among them, and that their flight 
through the air looked like a huge snow­ 
drift.” 
F u n eral of F. B. Houston.—The funeral 
of Fred. B. Houston, the death ot whom 
at Courtland was noticed in yesterday's 
issue, will take place to-day. The body 
lay in state at Granger’s Hall yesterday, 
and was looked upon for the last time by 
hundreds of his friends, who ntouined the 
loss of so good a man, in age only a youth. 
The remains will be taken to Folsom on 
the 8 o’clock train, and will be accompa­ 
nied by the I’arlor of Native Sons from 
Courtland, the two Parlors of this city and 
a delegation from Concord Lodge, F. and 
A. M. The funeral services will be held at 
Folsom, and the interment made at Mor­ 
mon Island. A train will be held at Fol­ 
som in the afternoon to accommodate those 
attending the services from this city.

It contains a large boiler and about 
a tbirty-borse-power engine. 
The front 
end presents a Hat surface to the snow as it 
runs in, and with the exception of a circu­ 
lar space in the center is covered with heavy 
boiler iron, whose outer edges are tlangeil 
so that the snow is forced towards the cen­ 
ter. In the center of the frontis the digging 
apparatus. 
It is circular, about seven feet 
in diameter, and is shaped somewhat on 
the principal of a windmill. Like the 
arm s ot a windmill, this wheel has iron 
projections set diagonal^ with the plane of 
the circular, which catches the snow as it 
revolves and forces it into a center hopper, 
whence the snow is forced out of a spout 
which discharges it on either side of the 
track. 
It is said that it will clear snow 
from the track at the rate of ten m ilts an 
hour. 
It is a curious iuventioa, and ought 
to do good work on a road not hampered 
with show-sheds.

T h o s e S u tt e r C o u n ty B o m ls. 
The R ecord U n io n a few days since pub 
fished the fact that a large num ber of bonds 
were presented to the State Treasurer for 
payment, and as there was 110 money avail­ 
able for that purpose, payment was refused. 
They were issued by Reclamation District 
No. 5, in Suiter county, and are held by 
residents of Ohio and Kentucky. The Sat- 
lev County Farmer thus explains the d eb t: 
“The facts, as we understand them, are 
briefly these : The State Legislature, about 
twenty years ago, passed a ‘Swamp Land 
Act’ ; under its provisions reclamation dis­ 
tricts were organized in the several valley 
counties. The same power created a Rec­ 
lamation 
Funding 
Commission 
which 
funded the indebtedness of the districts, 
No. 5 of this county included. The debts 
so contracted were not secured by tbe State 
or county, and rested solely on the value of 
the districts. The bonds were purchased 
at a great discount, but the price paid we 
have forgotten, if we ever knew. The 
value of the property (though not reclaimed) 
is much more than all tae debts standing 
against i t ; hence, sooner or later the bond­ 
holders will get their money, or the swamp 
lands upon which they hold this mortgage. 
But us already remarked, none of these 
bonds are a direct or indirect claim against 
the county or State, a fact that must have 
been understood by these Cincinnati capi­ 
talists when they purchased them at such a 
heavy discount.” 


B ltllio n s o f G e e s e . 
The plains along the Sacramento river 
are covered with geese. 
The following 
story comes irom Biggs Station: “ The 
cold snap of the past week appears to have 
caused all the geese on the coast to congre­ 
gate on the lands lying between Buttecreek 
and the Sacramento river. 
It also seems 
to have aflected their vocal organs in some 
way, as they do not cackle or scream as 
they generally do. 
An idea of their num- 
beis m aybe derived from the fact that a 
rancher living in the vicinity of French 
Crossing was surprised when tie arose Mon­ 
day morning to see his grain field of 240 
acres apparently covered with a foot or so 
of snow. H e rigged up a sled and struck 
out for a sleigh ride. 
He was surprised, 
upon reaching the field, to discover that the 
snow was in reality a huge band of wbite 
geese with tiieir heads beneath their wings, 
peacefully sleeping. 
A yell awakened the 
feathered army and caused it to decamp 
towards the ethereal realms above. Our 
informant, who witnessed the scene, esti­ 
mates the flock as numbering at least 
20,000; says there was not a honker or 
brant among them, and that their flight 
through the air looked like a huge snow­ 
drift.”

Professor SinimonJs has recently been 
lecturing in England upon the uses and 
production 
of eggs, and the 
London 
Standard thus refers to the subject: 


The discourso upon eggs which Mr. 
Situmonds has just delivered before the 
Society of Arts is well worthy of the most 
careful consideration. 
Eggs, according to 
the lecturer, constitute a neglected mine 
of wealth. 
They are the one article of 
agricultural produce for which the demand 
is unlimited, and perhaps the only one in 
which we might, aid we choose, defy for­ 
eign competition. 
They not only mean 
money, but they command prices that ad­ 
mit of profit, compared with which beef 
and muttonareof little account,and wheat 
and barley not worth mentioning. 
Hens, 
for those who know how to utilize them, 
lay eggs which, if not made of gold, are 
quite capable of being turned into that 
metal, when they are retailable all the 
year round, one month with another, at 
something n_t much short of a penny 
apiece, while the eggs of ducks will bring 
a still more remunerative price. 
Eggs are a meal iu themselves. 
Every 
element necessary to the support of man is 
contained within the limits of an egg-shell, 
in the l>est proportions and in the most 
palatable form. 
Plain boiled, they are 
wholesome. 
The masters of French cook­ 
ery, however, affirm that it is easy to dress 
them in more than 500 different ways, 
each method not only economical but salu­ 
tary in the highest degree. 
No honest 
appetite ever yet rejected an egg in some 
guise. 
It is nutriment in the most porta­ 
ble form and in the most concentrated 
shape. 
Whole nations of mankind rarely 
touch any other animal food. 
Kings eat 
them plain as readily as do the humble 
tribesmen. 
After the victory of Mulildorfj when 
the Kaiser Ludwig sat at meat with his 
burggrafs and great captains, he deter­ 
mined on a piece of luxury—“ one egg to 
every man and two to the excellently 
valiant Schwepperman.” 
Far more than 
fish—for its watery diet—eggs are the 
scholar's fare. 
They contain phosphorus, 
which is brain-food, and sulphur, which 
performs a variety of functions in the 
economy. 
And they are the best of nutri­ 
ment for children, for, in a compact form, 
they contain everything that is necessary 
for the growth of the youthful frame. 
Eggs are, however, not only food; they 
are medicine also. 
The white is the most 
efficacious of remedies for burns, and the 
oil extractahle from the yolk is regarded 
by the Russians as an almost miraculous 
salve for cuts, bruises and scratches. 
A raw egg, if swallowed in time, will ef­ 
fectually detach a fish-bone in the throat, 
and the white of two eggs will render the 
deadly corrosive sublimate as harmless as a 
dose of calomel. They strengthen the con­ 
sumptive, invigorate the feeble, and render 
the most susceptible all but proof against 
jaundice in its most malignant phase. 
They can also be drunk in the shape of 
that “ egg-llip,” which sustains the oratori­ 
cal efforts of a modern statesman. 
The 
merits of eggs do not end even here. 
In 
France alone the wine claritiers use more 
than 80,00(1,000 a year, and the Alsatians 
consume fully 38,000,000 in calico printing 
and for dressing the leather used in mak­ 
ing the finest of French kid gloves. 
F i­ 
nally, not to mention various other employ­ 
ments for eggs in the arts, they may, of 
course, almost without trouble on the farm­ 
er’s part, be converted into fowls, which, 
in any shape, are profitable to the seller 
anti welcome to the buyer. 
Even egg­ 
shells are valuable, for allopath and homeo­ 
path alike agree in regarding them as the 
purest of carbonate of lime. 
In the face of these facts, it seems al­ 
most incredible that an article of com­ 
merce, to produce which requires hardly 
any capital, and is salable in any quantity, 
is so little attended to that the supply is 
in England altogether unequal to the de­ 
man. 
How many eggs are laid within the 
British Islands can only he calculated with 
an approximate degree of accuracy. 
Ac­ 
cording to the latest agricultural returns, 
there are at present in the United Kingdom 
something like 20,000,000of barn-door fowls, 
though, as the poultry in pos- -siou of the 
cottagers were not, except in 
ho ea -e of 
Ireland, taken into account, the r< turn 
may be regarded as much under, rather 
than over, the mark. Twenty-five millions 
would l>e nearer the real number. 
Now, if 
we deduct from this the “ permanent non­ 
layers,” in the shape of male birds, and 
the 11,000,000 which reach the market in 
the form of poultry for the table, the re­ 
mainder will represent sitting liens and 
mere chickens. 
Some fowls will lay as many as 220 eggs 
per annum, while others do not yield one 
third of that number. 
But if, according to 
the calculation of a correspondent, whose 
figures we printed some months ago, each 
hen is credited with 100 eggs, there would 
be at least (500,000,000 of eggs of our home 
fowling. This supply, prodigious as it 
seems, is, however, a mere trille compared 
with the quantity required. 
For if the 
egg-eaters of the kingdom are put at 25,­ 
000,000, the number mentioned would not 
admit of each of them consuming more 
than about twenty-four per annum. 
That, 
of course, is far below the mark. 
Many middlc-cl.ass families use for the 
breakfast-table and for cooking fully one 
hundred jkt week, while confectioners, ho­ 
tels, restaurants and others must consume 
every day four or five times as many, to 
say nothing of the cratefuls absorbed by 
various arts and manufactures. 
In one 
photographic establishment 
alone 
two 
million are used every year, while the 
amount required for various processes in 
calico printing, leather dressing, and, we 
believe, in book-binding, must exceed the 
number employed in food. 
From what 
quarter, then, are the wants of Britain 
supplied ? Our eggs are not manufactured 
in America, as an ingenious myth circu­ 
lated some years ago affirmed 
to 
be 
the case. 
The simple truth is that the 
eggs are imported. 
The extent to which they are brought 
across the sea is proved by the fact that 
last year we paid £3,000,000 to the foreign 
farmers for eggs, every pound cf which 
might have easily remained at home for 
the enrichment of the British landholder. 
A pavment of £3,000,000 per annum means 
that the eggs for which this sum was paid 
must liave come into our ports at the rate 
of more than three million and a quarter 
on every working day. 
To this branch of 
the British commissariat France contri­ 
butes most largely, Germany and Belgium 
coming next. 
Every year these importa­ 
tions are increasing, the number brought 
from the Continent in lSf>5 being not 
much more than a third of the amount 
entering last year. 
And this enormous 
number docs r.ot include the eggs of ducks 
geese and turkeys, or those of plovers and 
other wild birds, for which high prices are 
invariably given. 
Altogether, calculating one (>enny as the 
average price given for one egg, the corre­ 
spondent, whose statistics we quote, reck­ 
ons the total cost of our egg supply at 
nearly £6,700,000. 
Now—leaving out of 
account the tons of fowls which are im­ 
ported—it is perfectly certain that if our 
farmers choose to bestir themselves, not 
one farthing need go out of the kingdom 
for the purchase of eggs, and that they ! 
might profitably pocket the £3,000.000, ! 
which the peasants of France, Germany, 
Belgium and Holland draw from the Brit- ' 
ish people. 
No preliminary capital is re­ 
quired. 
Indeed, great fowl farms have ! 
never paid unless where the hens have a ! 
large extent of waste ground to run and 
scrape over. 
If confined to a little area 
they arc apt (as the proprietor of the town 
fowl-houses knows full well) to sicken and 
die, and in any-case to fall off'in their lav­ 
ing qualities. 
The Vast quantities which are brought 
in from the Continent are collected bv 
traveling higglers from little farmers and 
cottagers, and it is to this class, if the 
allotcments act proves at all workable, that 
we must look in the near future lor a 
diminution of our imports, both of fowls 
and eggs. 
At the same time, there are 


plenty of farms unlet at present which 
might quite suitably be utilized for fowl 
fattening and egg producing. 
The grain- 
growing farmer does not care much for 
flocks of liens, geese and turkeys about his 
place. 
They destroy, he declares, more 
than they are worth. 
But in numerous 
instances the soil of some of the English 
land going out of cultivation is too indiffer­ 
ent for wheat or barley, but vet admirably 
fitted for the purpose indicated. 
Many tracts of the Highlands which are 
good neither for sheep nor for game might 
be utilized for fowl-rearing, with chance of 
of greater profit than from growing oats. 
In some parts of Surrey and Sussex fowl- 
fattening for the London market has re­ 
cently increased, but egg-producing seems 
still much where it wits. Nor is there any 
enterprise displayed in obtaining the best 
layers, for the greatest possible difference 
exists in the size and quality of British 
eggs. A fowl which lavs 220 per annum is 
exceptional. 
But even in Inverncsshire 
135 to 150 eggs per annum are a common 
return for a single hen. 
A score of Irish 
eggs weigh under two pounds, while the 
same number of Dorkings scale six ounces 
more. 
These are facts which ought to en­ 
courage our home growers.

NEGRO FREE MASONS. 


W h y T h e y a r o R e g a r d e d a s I r r e g u l a r b y 
tlie W h ite F r a t e r n i t y . 
The celebration of St. John’s day by the 
colored Free Masons, says the St. Louis 
Republican, brings forward the question of 
tbeir relations with the white representa­ 
tives of the Order. 
Rev. John D. Yincil 
and J . II. Deems, two of Missouri’s most 
prominent members of the Masonic frater­ 
nity, were yesterday interviewed by a Re­ 
publican reporter, who wished to know why 
colored men, claiming to be Masons, were 
considered irregular. 
Said Dr. Y in cii: 
“ The only question that can be consid­ 
ered in reference to the matter is the legit­ 
imacy of ‘ negro lodges.’ 
ft is not a ques­ 
tion of color or race, but of legality.” 
“ Is Masonry color-blind ?” was asked. 
“ Not to the fact that ‘negro lodges' arc 
irregular and clandestine,” replied the 
doctor. 
“ Why do you consider ‘negro lodges’ 
irregular ?” was the next query. 
“ Because, before they can lie otherwise 
considered, they must receive their charter 
from the Grand Lodge of that jurisdiction. 
Should any Grand Lodge attempt to cre­ 
ate a lodge in any jurisdiction but its own, 
such lodge is not regularly chartered, and 
consequently, if, as the negroes claim, 
they receive their charter from the Grand 
Lodge of England, that fact, if, indeed, it 
be a fact, does not entitle them to be re­ 
garded as regularly initiated Masons.” 
The reporter next called upon J. II. 
Deems, when the following colloquy took 
place: 
Reporter—What is the general opinit n 
in regard to the negro Masons? 
“ Oh, we look upon them as being mem­ 
bers of irregular lodges, and regard them 
a* clandestine Masons,” was the reply. 
“ Then you do not recognize them?” 
“ Certainly not. 
They are not recog­ 
nized by members of properly constituted 
lodges in this or any other State. 
It is a 
fallacy to suppose that negro lodges are 
properly constituted, because they have 
never been regularly chartered bv any 
Grand Lodge.” 
“ Is it not generally understood that 
the negroes obtained their authority for 
forming lodges from the Grand Lodge of 
England ?” 
“ That idea is by no means universal, 
and, assuming it to be true, what right had 
the Grand Lodge of England to deal with 
matters beyond its own jurisdiction? 
I 
have heard that the charters which were 
supposed to have been granted to the ne­ 
groes have been recalled, and that the 
‘negro lodges’ refuse to surrender the au­ 
thority which was inadvertently vested in 
them, but I can not vouch for the accu­ 
racy of the statement.”

FREMONT, THE PATHFINDER. 


H ow H e T o o k Possession of C alifo rn ia at 
M on terey—A W ife*» Intercession . 
“ Yes, I intend to locate here or in the 
immediate vicinity,” said General John 
C. Fremont to a reporter for the Los A n­ 
geles Tribune. 
“Most probably Los Angeles 
will be our future home. 
I was always at­ 
tached to this part of the country, as it 
was the scene of some of the most stirring 
and pleasantest experience of mv earlv 
life. 
“Mr. Gontey, one of the gentlemen who 
was with me when we conquered Califor­ 
nia, called to see me this afternoon. 
It 
was a great pleasure to see one with whom 
I had braved the dangers of so manv vears 
ago.” 
After a short pause, in which the Gen­ 
eral seemed to be reviewing the episodes 
of the past, he continued: “ In 1842 I was 
detailed by the Government to make a 
survey of California, w ith instructions to 
}iiek my own men and to seize the country 
if the English made any hostile demon­ 
strations. 
I proceeded to the borders of 
Missouri and Kansas, which was then con­ 
sidered the extreme western frontier, and 
recruited my men. 
At that tim e Kansas 
City had only two or three houses—if you 
could call them houses—at the foot of the 
bluff. 
There were about ninety of us all 
told ; hut when we had proceeded a little 
westward i weeded out about thirty of 
them, whom I thought would do better on 
a more peaceful mission. 
Wmftttrrived at 
Monterey and found a B ritish fleet in the 
vicinity. I immediately hoisted the Amer­ 
ican flag and took possession of California 
in the name of the United States. 
” 1 was informed,” continued General 
Freemont, “ th at had 1 waited three days 
1 would have been too late. 
Hostilities 
had commenced in Sonoma county, near 
Sacramento. 
1 first saw Los Angeles in 
1846. 
It was then a very small town, of 
about, 1 should judee, 500 inhabitants. 
On the 11th of January, 1847, we went to 
San Francisco. 
My command had cap­ 
tured Jose Jesus Pico, a prominent Cali­ 
fornian, who had broken his parole. After 
being tried by a Court-martial, he was sen­ 
tenced to be shot, but his wife came to see 
me and pleaded so strong for his life that 
I itad not the heart to refuse her. 
I sent 
for him, and he came, evidently believing 
th at he was about to hear the order for his 
execution. 
I told him he was at liberty, 
owing to the intercessions of his wife. 
Af­ 
ter that he was one of my most faithful 
friends, and we traveled over the State to­ 
gether. 
“The treaty giving California to the 
Americans was signed January 11, 1847, 
between myself and General Andres Pico. 
At 
the 
tim e 
the treaty 
was made 
Commodore Stockton and General K ear­ 
ney were in Los Angeles. 
Some little dis­ 
pute had arisen between them as to who 
was in command. 
It had been settled by 
Kearney acknowledging Stockton as his 
superior officer, as there was a proviso in 
our Constitution at th at time, stating that 
the commander of a fleet at a port should 
have command of all naval and land forces. 
At Los Angeles the dispute broke out 
afresh, and they put the responsibility 
upon me to decide hv both issuing different 
orders. 
As a consequence I was sent to 
W ashington and court-martialed. 
The 
officers who tried me said that, under the 
circumstances, it would have taken a man 
with much more experience than I had 
had to determine whom to obey. 
“ Right back of the hotel where we now 
are,” continued the distinguished gentle­ 
man, “ I had thrown up a fort, and about 
one hundred yards from here were our 
headquarters. 
It was a large adobe build­ 
ing, surrounded by large galleries. 
We 
used to get huge pieces of canvas, and in­ 
close them, and there we would give balls. 
The California signoritas would come from 
miles around, and they were a jolly, lively 
set. 
We would dance until sunrise, when 
a gun would be fired from the fort, and the 
guests depart. 
Just before the festivities 
would end a native dance would be given, 
and as the pretty girls would wind grace­ 
fully in and out in the mazes of the dance 
tiiey would keep tim e to their move­ 
ments 
by 
singing 
snatches 
of songs 
characteristic of the people present. 
It 
was a beautiful sight, and it scarcely seems 
more than yesterday when the old building 
was filled with their m erry laughter. 
The 
first volume of my book,' Retrospects of 
Fifty Y ears; Memoirs of My Life,’ has 
met with success beyond my most sanguine 
expectations.

General Fremont, though his hair and 
beard are as white as snow, is as bright 
and active as a boy in his teens.

P ro c ■ ggion Follow ers. 
W hen a person dies in France his repre­ 
sentatives immediately send out what are 
called “ Letters de faire part” to all friends 
and even slight acquaintances, inviting 
them to assist at the religious services (sup­ 
posing there is to be one) and the burial of 
the deceased. The circular generally states 
th at the cortege will be formed at the 
house of the defunct. 
The more intim ate 
friends 
assemble in the drawing-room, 
where they are received by the nearest 
relatives of the deceased person. 
Mean­ 
while the coffin has been placed in the 
doorway of the house, which lias been con­ 
verted into a sort of chapel. 
The opening 
is draped with heavy black hangings bor­ 
dered with silver fringe, and often em­ 
broidered with the arms or initials of the 
deceased. 
If the ceremony is to be a religious one 
—it is very rarely a “ civil” one— the 
friends sprinkle the coffin with holy water, 
which is placed at the head in a silver- 
plated vessel, together w itha brush. When 
the procession is formed, the nearest rela­ 
tives are the immediate followers of the 
coffin. 
The men invariably walk, if they 
are able to do so; ladies follow in car­ 
riages. 
A priest, accompanied by choir 
boys, vested 
in 
cassock and 
surplice, 
“ fetches” the body. 
In the country thev 
go on foot and chant, but in Paris they al­ 
ways head the cortege in a carriage. 
The 
general body of followers frequently num­ 
ber several hundred. 
It is characteristic of a French funeral 
that the procession includes people of the 
most contrasted positions in life. 
In the 
presence of the great leveler, Death, social 
distinctions are softened down. 
Behind 
the eollin the poor and humble walk with 
the wealthy and proud. The men go bare­ 
headed even in the burning sun and the 
falling rain. As the bier passes the busiest 
and most effervescent man acknowledges 
the solemnity of death by raising his hat. 
In this respect the French set an example 
which some other nations would do well to 
follow. 
The ceremony in the church is 
plain or pompous, according to the position 
that the dead person occupied in the world. 
In Paris there are five “ classes” of fu­ 
nerals. 
A first-class funeral is a very elab­ 
orate and expensive affair. 
The church in 
which the service is held is profusely 
draped with black and silver. 
The cata­ 
falque is quite monumental and is all 
ablaze with candles, and green flames rise 
from tall lampadaires. 
All the chanting 
power of the church is brought to bear 
upon the service, and professional singers 
are also engaged for the occasion 
The second and third class funerals are 
also very ornate, but in the next descent 
the difference is strongly marked. Finally 
we come down to the coffin made of pine 
and the severely plain canonical service 
for the dead. 
A t the close of the service 
the chief mourners stand near the door of 
the church to receive the conventional 
shake of the hand from those who have 
been invited to the funeral.—Boston Herald. 


T he LaHt “ Melt** a t th e New Y ork Aeaay 
OfUce or Thcfie P lu m p Coin*. 
On a recent Friday afternoon the last 
“ m elt” of the 3,495,533 trade dollars, 
which have been received at the United 
States assay office in W all street, since the 
Act of Congress authorizing their purchase 
went into effect, was completed, and the 
limpid silver was poured into the molds 
and transformed into silver bricks, 1,100 to 
1,200 ounces in weight. 
A “ melt ” of sil­ 
ver at the assay office means 5,000 ounces. 
Therefore, in order to make way w ith the 
whole number of this 3,500,000 of trade 
dollars, about 700 “ melts ” were necessary. 
A reporter chanced to be present, and 
stood near the crucible when these last 
representatives of a dead currency slowly 
lost their individuality, and became a 
shapeless, glittering mass. 
W hen the last 
“melt” of the trade dollars had been poured 
into the molds and made into brick, 
the reporter observed that 
two small 
quantities, perhaps of a grain or two each, 
were put into little receptacles and sent to 
the assaying room. 
“ These,” explained 
Assistant Assayer J. T. W ilder, “are the 
samples for assaying. 
Two are taken from 
car-h ‘melt.’ 
They are each assayed In­ 
different persons and their work must 
tally. 
If it does not, the work is repeated. 
If the two assays still fail to agree, the 
whole melt is remelted and fresh samples 
taken. 
Then the process is gone through 
with again. 
“ The greatest eare is taken,” said Air. 
W ilder, “ to guard against inaccuracies. 
The assaying is done by the Gay Lussac 
method. 
The exact amount of metal is 
weighed and dissolved in nitric acid. Then 
enough chlorine is added to precipitate 
precisely a drachm of pure silver. 
The 
solution is then shaken for three minutes 
in a shaking machine (run by steam), 
after which it is allowed to settle. 
More 
salt w ater is added, every atom of which 
is taken account of, and if any silver re­ 
mains in solution it shows a slight cloud­ 
iness. 
The operation is repeated until 
no cloudiness appears, showing that no 
silver remains in solution—that it has 
all been precipitated. 
Then a calculation 
is made as to the exact fineness of the sam­ 
ples of silver in the trade dollar, which is 
corrected by silver proofs. 
W hen the fine­ 
ness is thoroughly ascertained, it is stanqied 
upon the bar or brick, which has been 
formed by the melted dollars, together 
with the value, weight, melt number and 
number of the bar. 
Then the bar or brick 
is sent to the ‘inelosure’ liefore mentioned, 
where the other ‘trade dollar1 bricks are 
kept under a combination safe lock. 
The 
combination of this, as well as of the other 
safe locks in the building, is known only 
to Superintendent Mason and one other 
trusted official.”—American Anali/M.

R e s e r v o ir S y stem ok t h e U p p e r M is­ 
sissippi R iv e r .—Since 18S0, when Con­ 
gress authorized the construction of the 
reservoir system in the upper Mississippi 
for the assistance of navigation, the fol­ 
lowing reservoirs have been created : Lake 
Winibigoshish, capacity, 40,000,000,000 cu. 
ft.; Leech Lake reservoir, 22,000,000,000 
cu. ft ; Pokegama Falls reservoir, 23,000,­ 
008,000 cu. ft.; 
and Pine R iver reservoir, 
with a capacity of 7,000,000,000 cu. ft. By 
1885 the three first named were completed, 
and their storage drawn n jr a for 70 days, 
with the effect of increasing the channel 
depth of the Mississippi at >St. Paul 11 ft. 
In 1886, the river being at a very low 
stage, the storage was drawn upon for 170 
days, with about the saute increase as in 
1885 in the St. Paul channel. 
This was 
done in face of the fact that the reservoirs 
were not intended, or expected, to furnish 
water for more than 90 days in each year. 
In other words, the system lias been a suc­ 
cess, and now the largest river steamers 
unload at St. Paul at all seasons without 
trouble.—Engineering Newt.

E x p e rim e n t.—If 
sealing-wax, India rubber, Canada balsam, 
or any sticky substance, be poured from a 
cup in a melted state upon the conductor 
of an electric machine it will liegin to 
throw out threads in an extraordinary 
inanner. 
W hen the resinous m atter is 
very hot the fibers are large, and some­ 
times they may be so small as to be almost 
invisible. 
Each fiber shoots out a cylinder 
with remarkable speed, then breaks into 
minute beads, which can be made to patter 
against a drumhead with the noise of fall­ 
ing rain. 
The cup should be turned away 
from both operator and machine, or both 
will be covered with a wonderful sticky 
web. 
When a candle is held near the 
filaments shoot into the flame, and some­ 
times cover the candle, though sometimes 
they return to the cup after approaching 
the flame, in consequence of discharging 
their electricity into the latter.

A SMALL POX CUBE. 


A D octor’s E xperience on Hie T ented 
F ie ld —A Sim ple K euiedy. 
In conversation recently with one who 
was connected with the medical and surgi­ 
cal departments on fields of battle during 
the late war, a re|«>rter was informed as 
follows: “ D uringthe time intervening be­ 
tween the battle of Stone river at Mur­ 
freesboro, Tenn., aud the Missionary Ridge 
conflict on the bights overlooking C hatta­ 
nooga, a buial 1-pox epidemic was a fright 
that scared more than it killed. 
A large 
small-pox hospital was established 
at 
Bridgeport, Ala., and the average numlier 
of inmates was represented by more than 
three figures. 
But what I wished to ar­ 
rive at is th is: The deaths were very few 
au<l the treatm ent quite simple. 
We only 
gave the patients plenty of ventilation by 
raising the sides of the large hospital tents, 
kept their bowels freely open and gave the 
men good rations of English ale, a com­ 
modity th at was generously supplied by 
the Christian Commission of the North 
and I ncle Sam’s Commissary Department. 
1 have here also in my pocket a distin­ 
guished physician's recipe for the small­ 
pox, and 1 know it is good, but 1 will give 
it to you with bis own comments: 
“ ’’liiis recipe has been used to my 
knowledge in hundreds of cases, and I know 
it will prevent or cure small-pox, though 
the pittings arc filling. 
W hen Jenner dis­ 
covered tlii* cow-pox in England the world 
of science hurled an avalanche of fame 
upon hi* head, but when the most scien­ 
tific’ school of medicine in the world—that 
of Paris—published this recipe as a pa­ 
nacea for small-pox, it passed unheeded. 
It is unfailing as fate, and conquers in 
every instance. It is harmless when taken 
by a well person. 
It will also cure scarlet 
fever. 
Here is the recipe as I have used 
it and cured my children of scarlet fever; 
here it is as 1 have used it to cure small­ 
pox : 
“ ‘ Sulphate of zinc, one g ra in ; foxglove 
(digitalis), one grain ; half a teasjioonful 
of su g ar; mix with two teaspoonfuls of 
water. 
W hen thoroughly mixed add four 
ounces of water. 
Take a teaspoonful 
every hour. 
E ither disease will disappear 
in twelve hours. 
For a child smaller 
doses, according to age. 
If counties would 
counsel their physicians to use this recipe 
there would he no need of pest-lionsos. 
If 
you value advice and experience use this 
for that terrible disease.’ ” 


THE WEEKLY UNION. 


To save D octor's Hills. 
Never go to bed with cold or damp feet. 
Never lean with the back upon anything 
th at is cold. 
Never begin a journey until the break­ 
fast has been eaten. 
Never take warm drinks and then im­ 
mediately go out into the cold. 
A fter exercise of any kind never ride in 
an open carriage or near the window of a 
car for a m om ent; it is dangerous to health 
or even life. 
Never omit regular bathing, for, unless 
the skin is in regular condition, the cold 
will close the pores and favor congestion 
or other diseases. 
W hen hoarse, speak as little as possible 
until the hoarseness is recovered from, else 
the voice may be permanently last, or dif­ 
ficulties of the throat be produced. 
Merely warm the back fcv the fire, and 
never continue keeping tin* back exposed 
to the heat after it has become comfort­ 
ably warm. 
To do otherwise is debilitat­ 
in g 
Never stand still in cold weather, espe­ 
cially after having taken a slight degree of 
exercise, and always avoidjstanding on the 
ice or snow where the person is ex[>osed to 
the cold wind. 
W hen going from a warm atmosphere 
into a cooler one keep the month almost 
closed, so th at the air may be warmed by 
its passage through the nose ere it reaches 
the limgs. 
Keep the back, especially between the 
shoulder blades, well covered, also the 
chest well protected. 
In sleeping in a cold 
room establish the habit of breathing 
through the nose, and never with the open 
mouth.—New Vori: Mail and Express.

invested to secure th e building of the road. 
N . I). T hayer, a t th at tim e a successful 
botel-keepcr in th¡3 city, took hold of th e 
m atter, and betw een the two they succeeded 
in having a road b u ilt from the old railroad 
depot at the foot o f 1 street, along F ro n t to 
K , up K to T enth, along T en th to H , along 
H as far out as F ast P ark. T hey equipped 
the road w ith ten tw o-horse double cars 
charged ten cents a ride, or sold tickets four 
rides for a quarter. 
W hen the road was 
finished the D irectors an d stockholders 
celebrated the event w ith a grand cham ­ 
pagne 
B L O W -O U T A T F.AST I'A K K . 
The Park was fitted u p in fine style, planted 
to trees, shrubs and ¡lowering plants, was 
equipped w ith shooting galleries, picnic 
grounds, sw ings and llving-borses for chil 
dren, fish ponds, etc. T he Directors hoped 
in tim e to m ake of E ast P ark a second 
W oodw ard's Gardens. They had cages con­ 
taining bears, m onkeys and other anim als, 
others filled w ith eagles, pelicans and rare 
birds from different portions of the world 
deer parks, and a m useum of natural curi­ 
osities. Concerts were given each Sunday, 
an d for a tim e it was well patronized, and 
bid fair to become a popular and profitable 
public park. 
This, however, did not last. 
T he Park soon fell into disfavor and was 
patronized only by a class w ho are not 
proti'able in any com m unity. 
T he Park 
ceasing to pay, was 


A B A N D O N E D B Y T H E C O M P A N Y , 
Except on Sundays and picnic occasions, 
on all other days the cars no t ru n n in g 
farther th an T w entieth street, stopping at 
the front entrance of A gricultural Park. 
T he cost of operating the road was greater 
than th e incom e from the travel. 
T he 
stockholders did not like the frequency’ of 
th e " Iris h dividends,” and gradually all 
the stock, except a few shares, fell into the 
hands of Mr. Thayer. 
T hinking th at ad 
ditiona! service would increase the revenue 
of the road, Mr. T hayer built, w ith the 
assistance of the residents along the route, 
w hat was know n as the O-street branch. 
T he line left the K-street road a t Third, 
w ent down T hird to O. up O to Tw entieth. 
T his route proved a failure, and instead of 
increasing the revenue was a bill of ex­ 
pense. 
The road became heavily m ort­ 
gaged to th e Pacific M utual Life Insurance 
Com pany, and in 1876 Mr. T hayer, unw ill­ 
ing to farther bear the heavy burden, sold 
out his interest to W. L. Pritchard for $17.­ 
.100. 
Mr. Pritchard im m ediately took up 
th e mortgage—some $80,000—and thereby 
virtually became possessed of the entire 
property. 
Mr. Pritchard, being a shrew d 
business m an saw the necessity of m aking 
a num ber of im portant changes, aud soon 
put the road 


O N A P A Y IN G B A S IS , 
A nd since w hich tim e it has paid a h an d ­ 
som e revenue on the investm ent. 
H is first 
move was to rem ove the car stables from 
Tw elfth and K, to Tw entieth and K. and 
connecting H and O streets, on Tw entieth, 
by a single T-rail track. 
H is next move 
was to take up the O and T hird-street line, 
from T hird and K to T enth and O. and lav 
down a track along T enth street in front of 
th e State Capitol, from K to O. 
T his 
caused a considerable dissension, especially 
am ong th e property-holders along T hird 
street, and those on O below T enth, who 
had subscribed liberally tow ard the con 
struction of that route. 
In order to escape 
being served with an injunction, Mr. P ritch ­ 
ard, by advice of his attorneys, took a 
large force of m en 


A T T W E L V E o ’c l.O l K S A T U R D A Y N IG H T , 
A nd tore up the track w hile the O and 
Third-street people slept. 
W hen 
they 
aw oke in the m orning a torn-up street 
greeted th eir view, the rails had been 
hauled to another portion of the city, and 
th e citizens were highly enraged. 
Mr. 
P ritchard and the Secretary of the road 
were airested and threatened w ith the 
direst punishm eut if they “ did not put 
back those rails.' 
Street Com missioner 
K nox was very indignant, and stopped the 
ru n n in g of the cars on K street, but, when 
threatened with a suit for damages, he re­ 
considered liis act, and the road was al­ 
lowed to he operated again after a few 
hours’ delay. 
The road on T enth street—a 
charter having been previously granted— 
was built w ithin a week, and the road has 
been operated sm oothly ever since over the 
routes, w hich have rem ained unchanged. 
T here were m any and good reasons why 
ibis change should be m ade in order to 
m ake the property pay. 
People living 
on the upper part of O street who desired 
to come down town to do shopping or a t­ 
tend Court found they could 


S A V E T IM E B Y W A L K IN G , 
For if they took 
the O-street line it 
landed them at T hird and 
K —several 
blocks beyond w here they desired to go. 
A nother thing, and the prim e object, was 
to have all the cars ru n through th e busi­ 
ness portion of the town, say from the de­ 
pot to T enth and K streets. T his gave 
twice the num ber of cars and dim inished 
the tim e between cars one half. T he old 
double cars were pulled off, and eight “ bob­ 
tails,” operated by one horse, put in their 
places, which did away with the position 
of conductor, and thus dim inished their 
stock of horses and employes by one-half. 
Thus, by giving increased facilities for 
travel, reducing the expenses one-half, and 
reducing the fare to five cents, the road be­ 
came a paying investm ent. 
Som e three or 
four years ago Mr. Pritchard sold the road 
to R. S. Carey & Sons, the present owners, 
w ho have kept it well stocked w ith horses, 
ru h sixteen cars, and have operated the 
road in a way to better please its patrons 
th an any of their predecessors. 
East Park was disposed of by M r. P ritch­ 
ard to Clunie and G allatin several years ago, 
w ho incorporated it into w hat is know n as 
th e East Park Association. 
T he Careys intend continuing the K- 
street route, as soon as the w inter m ouths 
are over, from T enth 
to Tw enty-sixth 
street, ano will at that tim e perhaps change 
their m otive power from horses to electric 
or cable. 
They have recently had all their 
cars thoroughly overhauled and repainted, 
and their stock is of the very best. They 
own several charters extending into the 
suourbs. w hich they say will be used d u r­ 
ing the oom ing se a so n 'all of w hich will 
tend to the building up of the city on the 
outskirts. 


HIGHLAND BARK RAILWAY. 
This railw ay, w hich has been lately com ­ 
pleted and placed in operation, has already 
been the m eans of increasing the valuation 
of property adjacent to its line of travel. It 
connects at T w enty-fourth and O streets 
w ith Carey's road, and extends south on 
Tw enty-fourth street to H ighland Park, 
jn st across th e southern lim its of the city. 
The fare from H ighland Park to the rail­ 
road depot, over both routes is only five 
cents. 
At Tw entieth and O transfers are 
given to and from the Carey line. 
The 
schedule tim e between the H ighland Park 
and the depot is thirty m inutes. 
T he cars 
ru u from f> a . m . until 7:30 p . m., and as 
Boon as the travel will w arrant, the cars 
will be run later, and the service increased 
by two more cars, m aking four in ail. T he 
cars are short double-enders, and ride very 
sm oothly. 
The track runs into th e P ark 
and as soon as the work of grading the 
•treets, w hich is to be com m enced next 
week, is completed, the line will he ex. 
tended through th e P ark.

tion it m ay be stated th at contracts have 
beeu signed for the

apart. 
T he space between the rails is filled 
w ith vitiarry gravel. 
A t the intersection of 
the street crossings the track is boarded be­ 
tween the rails, th u s affording a good cross­ 
ing for vehicles. 


T H E E L E C T R IC R O A D . 
T he proposed electric street railroad, at 
the bead ot w hich is E. K. A isip and L. L. 
Lewis, w hen finished will give Sacram ento 
a net-w ork of street railw ays th at will 
m ake her, in th at line o f com m unication, 
second to no city on the coast. 
T he line of 
route, as set forth in their charters, com ­ 
m ences at the depot o n T hird street, w ill go 
u p J and extend through various streets 
east and south to the city suburbs, and, 
perhaps, beyond. 
W ork lias already been 
com m enced at T w enty-eighth and II streets, 
and they are building north to N street 
Ties have been placed in position for two 
blocks. 
R ails th at are know n as forty- 
pound iron are also strung along for tiie 
sam e distance. 
D uring th e oom ing week 
A LARGE FORCE OF MEN 
W ill be pu t to work, and the projectors 
say th e 
enterprise w ill be 
vigorously 
pushed. 
It is the ultim ate intention to put 
this road through to Oak P ark, and possibly 
in the near future to extend it to the town's 
south of the city. 
They claim th a t a road 
to F lorin and that fruit section w ould pay 
splendidly, carrying produce during the 
fruit season. 
T he estim ated cost of this 
road is $1(50,000. T here is a rivalry am ong 
the propertv-ow ners on M and N streets as 
to w hich shall have this road ra n in front 
o f th eir property. 
M -street residents have 
m ade an offer for It, and the X -stteet folks 
m eet to-night at P ark er’s H all to consider 
th e m atter and say they “ will see th e M- 
street folks and go them som e better.” M any 
people are skeptical about electric roads 
and say they cannot be operated. T he fol­ 
low ing from a late engineering jo u rn al to all 
such will no doubt prove interesting : 
“ T he 
U ently-K night 
electric 
railway 
was in operation last Tuesday in A lle­ 
ghany, Pa. 
A car ran over three and a 
h alf m iles o f its track very successfully, 
carrying a num ber of passengers. 
In one 
case it w ent up a 6 per cent, grade at the 
rate of eight m iles per hour, carrying about 
seventy passengers. 
Tiie track was covered 
w ith m ud ana gravel, thus increasing the 
resistance far above the norm al lor such 
inclines. 
T he action of thedynam os in the 
pow er house was perfectly satisfactory. 
D uring this trial there was no sparking at 
the com m utators during the heaviest de­ 
m and. T his road is one of great interest to 
electricians and street railw ay m en in gen­ 
eral. 
It is safe to say th at if the U ently- 
K nig h t people operate ibis road success­ 
fully, w hich they bid fair to do w ithin a 
few days at the m ost, th at any road now 
operated by horses can be easily operated 
by their system . 
T he curves on this rail­ 
way, w hich is four m iles long, are frequent 
and as sharp as fifty-foot radius. 
Tiie in ­ 
clines are 10 per cent, or 528 feet per mile. 
A rack is laid at these points to assist ad­ 
hesion. 
One h alf m ile of this track is 
operated by the conduit system and the 
rem ainder by the overhead system . T he 
conduit is a tine piece of engineering, and 
during a recent rainv spell “the insulation 
was found to be perfect. 
T he insulation is 
all th at could be required of a conduit for 
such purposes, and the strength is far be­ 
yond question. 
In a subsequent issue, we 
will give a description of this road in 
greater detail.”

SORCERERS. 


A W a s h in g to n D in n e r K nd* in 
h K e b e 1 
Speech—T he Ke*uit*. 
An lone, M ich., dispatch of Decem ber 
30th s a y s: 
A llan B. Morse, Associate Ju s­ 
tice of the Suprem e Court of M ichigan, has 
ju st returned to his hom e in this city from 
W ashington, w here a reception was given 
him by an old com rade in arm s, now a 
m em ber of th e H ouse of R epresentatives 
A brief note of this reception appeared in 
the telegraphic dispatches at the tim e, but 
the fart that anything unusual had occurred 
wa3 not know n uutil to day. 
Judge Morse, 
in narrating th e facts to an intim ate friend, 
enjoined secrecy, but the story was consid­ 
ered so interesting th at the friend to whom 
it was originally related told it to another 
friend, and it did not take long for all the 
facts to leak out. 
T here were present at 
the reception besides Judge Morse, Con­ 
gressm an H enderson, of N orth Carolina, 
and Jo h n B .T arsnev, o f St. Louis. T he 
latter is a brother of Congressm an Turs- 
ney, of M ichigan, but is a Republican. 
Judge Morse is a Dem ocrat, but has a gal­ 
lant record as a soldier in th e U nion arm y, 
and was w ounded in the service. Con­ 
gressm an H enderson is a fiery Southern 
Democrat. 
After the cloth had been cleared, and the 
w ine flowed freely for som e tim e, speech- 
m aking wits in order, and m any patriotic 
sentim ents were expressed by m em bers of 
the party. 
Congressm an H enderson then 
arose in response to a cu ll, and gave u tter­ 
ance to expressions which caused ibegreat- 
est excitem ent on the part of s o m e m em ­ 
bers of the com pany. 
Mr. H enderson, 
Judge Morse says, told the guests that he 
gloried in the fact th at he had been a rebel, 
a? all those were called who had fought for 
Southern freedom . 
From this he w ent on 
until he had w orked him self u p to a state 
of great excitem ent, and finally said : 
“ 1 am glad to say th at I represent a dis­ 
trict, the district o f Salisbury, w here 30,000 
Union soldiers rotted 
w ithin 
the city 
lim its.” 
H e weut on to say tha* he gloried in the 
part he took during th e war, and was pro­ 
ceeding further w hen Mr. Tarsney m ade a 
rush for the speaker and clutched him by 
th e tlnoat. 
“ Yon scoundrel,” shouted Tarsney. “ I 
was a Union soldier, and if no one else here 
will resent your insults I will. 
I bet you 
were a skulking coward during th e war, 
but now, when danger is past, you vaunt 
your courage at our expense. T ake back 
w hat you said about the Union soldiers 
m urdered in your prison pen, or I'll choke 
the life out of you.” 
T he guests interfered aud separated the 
two m en. T arsney had a good grip on 
H enderson’s throat, and the latter sank to 
the floor, h alf insensible. 
Later he apolo­ 
gized to the party,and through the efforts of 
m utual friends the sensational outbre ik 
was quieted. Judge Morse told his friend 
that he thought bloodshed w ould surely 
follow for a few m inutes after lleuderson 
had spoken.

Jen n er disecvered th e cow-pox in England, 
th e world of science hurled an avalanche 
of fame upon his head, but when th e most 
scientific school of m edicine in the world 
— th a t of Paris— published this recipe as a 
panacea for sm all-pox, it passed unheeded, 
i t is unfailing as fate, and conquers in 
every instance. I t is harm less when taken 
by a well person. 
I t will also cure scarlet 
fever.

W hen Frederick Gerstaecker 
accom­ 
panied the Duke of Cloburg to Eastern 
Africa, the incognito of his sovereign 
friend was dropped at Cairo, where a G er­ 
man banker treated them to a diuner of 
fatherland fare, followed by an exhibition 
of local 
talent—fife concerts, Arabian 
dances and legedermain. 
T he exponent of 
the latter accomplishment producer! a cop­ 
per dice-box and repeatedly emptied It on 
the carpet, alternating his throws with 
predictions th at were lost upon the foreign­ 
ers; but, after a series of preliminaries, 
invited his audience to an open terrace, 
and in the plain light of the evening sun 
flung up a number of transparent balls 
that disappeared at an apparent higlit of 
some eighty feet above the foot of the es­ 
planade. 
The globes were colorless and 
pellucid like w hite glass, but as light as 
gum, and were repeatedly submitted to the 
examination of the spectators. 
A fter passing from hand to hand they 
were put m an open vessel, shaped some- 
IVhat like a short-handled dipper, and lean­ 
ing back till his outstretched arm nearly 
touched the ground, the wizard then flung 
them straight up in the air, where they 
could be seen glittering for a moment like 
icicles or large glass pears. 
But nobody 
ever saw them fall down again, though the 
scene of the experiment was surrounded 
by a large, level law n; the air seemed to 
have swallowed them like globes of dis­ 
solving vapor. 
Could they have evapor­ 
ated or exploded into a spray of minute 
particles (alter the manner of “ Prince R u­ 
pert’s drops?” ) 
A sleight-of-hand trick 
was clearly out of the question, but a more 
tenable explanation of the phenomenon 
would have puzzled a chemist as much as 
an optician. Gerstaecker tried in vain to 
bribe the wizard into a hint on the com­ 
position of his missiles, and was not 
much luckier in Batavia, where a I’arsee 
juggler treated the Dutch residents to a 
novel matanza, or killing-show, in the cir­ 
cus of the old city bull-ring. 
Ilis victims were a number of worthless 
curs which their owners or captors had 
brought along with the distinct under­ 
standing that their entries would not sur­ 
vive the incidents of the performance. 
W ith no weapon but a light stick (possibly 
a tube), some six feet long by one inch iii 
diameter, the performer entered the arena, 
and then invited his patrons to start their 
pets, one at a time. 
A lank hound, almost 
hairless with mange, opened the festivities 
by making a rush around the ring, but 
stopped short on finding his way barred by 
the still lanker professor, and retreated, 
after displaying his few rem aining teeth. 
The necromancer held his stall at arm ’s 
length, still facing the dog, which pres­ 
ently began to stagger, and two minutes 
after had expired in convulsions. 
A sec­ 
ond cur managed to run the blockade by- 
leaping o\-er the extended stall; but soon 
after began to show signs.of distress, and 
before the end of the third m inute had 
shared the fate of his predecessor. 
Dog 
after dog entered the ring in quick succes­ 
sion, some of them slopping in surprise 
and sniffing at the corpses of their doomed 
forerunners, but all finally approached the 
possessor of 
the fatal secret, or even 
snapped at his naked shins, and not one of 
the thousand spectators saw him strike a 
direct blow or defend himself in any way 
suggesting a mechanical explanation of the 
uniform result. 
He would merely lift his 
staff with a menacing gesture, or perm it a 
blockade runner to touch it iu darting by, 
but in no instance was there occasion for 
repeating that touch. 
The victims had hardly tim e to complete 
the circuit of the ring before their gait 
underwent a peculiar change; they would 
drag themselves along and stagger,’or start 
as under a sudden blow, then roll over and 
die in the convulsions characterizing the 
effects of certain virulent drugs. 
They 
had evidently been poisoned; but how ? 
A post-mortem inquest failed to reveal as 
much as a scratch or a puncture. 
A j>ois- 
oned arrow could not have entirely disap­ 
peared, while a gaseous poison would have 
betrayed itself by its odor or by its effects 
on the jiersou of the performer. 
After the 
conclusion of the matanza, Mr. Gerstaecker 
secured a private interview with the artist, 
and in vain offered him a liberal induce­ 
ment to explain the modux operandi of his 
trick. The Farsee seemed bribe-proof, but 
at last took his tem pter aside, and in a 
whisper guaranteed the results of his pro­ 
fessional assistance if M ynheershould ivisli 
to try the efficacy of his art by an experi­ 
ment on a two-legged subject—the amount 
of the preferred compensation having evi­ 
dently suggested a conjecture that the 
enterprising foreigner was contemplating 
the removal of some obnoxious fellow 
biped.— Felix Owald in Cosmopolitan.
